Riding stick horses 
to racing’s future 

Maryland Million Day 2016 had many stories. Frank Vespe caught up with Tim Ritvo about the 
popularity of the event and increasing attendance. For the full story, check out www.theracinghi^com. 

T he most important people at Laurel Park on Saturday (Oct. 22)-for racing’s 
future, at any rate-might have been the ones playing with stick horses. 

Plenty of kids were in attendance as a brisk, breezy morning gave way to 
the very template of an October afternoon. Though not one of them placed a bet, 
their presence might have been the best news of all on a day when the track reported 
increased attendance and an 18 percent handle rise. 

“It’s not about just people that bet,” said Tim Ritvo, chief operating officer of the 
Stronach Group, which owns Laurel, though he certainly was also happy with aU the 
betting that took place. 

“You have to attract a younger demographic,” marketing whizzes, appalled at the 
grizzled audience at most tracks, have told horse racing poobahs in recent years. The 
result: plenty of ads populated by attractive 20-somethings dressed as if they just 
arrived at the track via Stutz Bearcat. 

That’s fine as far as it goes, but an advertising head as wise as any-the late Bill 
Backer—once told me that he disagreed with the strategy altogether. Your focus 
shouldn’t be on people who might want to come to the races, he said; it should be on 
people who need to come to the races. 

Who are those people? Older people, he suggested, who need hobbies. 

To which we might add: parents whose kids have a good time at the track. 

One problem with much of the marketing to the 20-something crowd is that it’s 
been based on a demonstrably false premise: that attending the races is (or can be) 
some sort of lifestyle event. While an afternoon at Keeneland-or a Breeders’ Cup, or 
a Triple Crown race-might live up to that, an afternoon at just about any other track 
in America won’t. Then what? 

Ritvo, like most people involved in most sports, caught the bug from an older rela¬ 
tive. “My dad loved the race track and took me over there and that’s how it all started,” 
said the man who grew up a stone’s throw from Boston’s Suffolk Downs and has been 
a jockey, trainer, racing official, and corporate executive in his varied career. 

That’s the key mechanism that racing is missing. 

“I think we missed a whole generation somewhere along the way when the grandfa¬ 
thers used to bring their sons,” Ritvo said. “I think there’s a generation somewhere right 
around my age or a little younger that they just forgot to bring their kids. It wasn’t the 
right environment anymore. We’re trying to make it the right environment.” 

The many improvements to the physical plant of Laurel Park’s clubhouse and 
grandstand attest to that effort. 

And it was Maryland Million that brought the buzz back to the renovated facility.

H er name is Victoreen. On paper, 
she’s completely unassuming. She 
was foaled in Oklahoma in 1989, 
sired by Victory Stride, a Maryland-bred 
son of Northern Dancer who was at 
that time being bred to Thoroughbred 
and Quarter Horse mares. Her dam, 
the Canadian-bred Nice Dancer mare 
Cranareen, claimed one stakes win among 
her four lifetime victories and earned 
$62,924. Victoreen was herself a winner 
of four races from 33 career starts — 
in claiming and allowance ranks—was 
stakes-placed once and earned $31,257 
in three seasons on the racetrack. 

But the real story of Victoreen is 
that of enduring friendship among three 
people she brought together, and a long- 
kept promise made by two of them to the 
one no longer here. 

Wendy Moon met George Margetson 
while she was employed by Bob Levy 
as manager of his Muirfield Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. Known as “Cotton,” 
Margetson was a van driver, hauling 
horses throughout the Mid-Adantic 
region. A native of Arkansas, he held a 
trainer’s license and periodically had a 


horse or two of his own. Levy, owner 
of 1987 Belmont Stakes and Haskell 
Invitational winner Bet Twice, had known 
Margetson for years, and he became a 
fixture around Muirfield. 

“Cotton was just a salt-of-the-earth 
great guy and a good friend. I could be 
in the worst funk in the world and call 
Cotton and he’d have me rolling on the 
floor,” Moon said. 

Margetson claimed Victoreen for 
$12,500 at Oaklawn Park in March 1992. 
He brought her east and spent the next 
18 months running her at Delaware Park 
with the occasional foray to Monmouth 
Park and other tracks in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

“Cotton came to me a few years after 
he had retired Vicky,” said Moon, using 
the mare’s predictable nickname. “He was 
looking for a place to put her, and at the 
time I could keep a horse at the farm and 
just had to pay vet bills and farrier. He 
said d’U give you half of her if you keep 
her’. . . and I couldn’t say no. It aU seemed 
like a good idea at the time. She was such 
a cute mare, and very sweet.” 


The new partners bred their mare to 
Opening Verse—who stood just down the 
road at Northview Stallion Station-in 
1997. The resulting foal, a colt named 
Victory Verse, sold at Fasig-Tipton’s fall 
yearling sale in 1999 for $3,200. He ran 16 
times, won once, and earned $14,891. 

Sent to another Northview stallion, 
Polish Numbers, in 1998, Victoreen 
produced a fiUy consigned to the same 
sale in 2000. Named Compliance Issue, 
she sold for $24,000. With one win from 
her 15 starts, she earned $8,757. 

“She only had two foals,” Moon said. 
“The colt we sold at Timonium [Victory 
Verse] was really good looking; really 
correct. But breeding for the market was 
tough, and she was not very commercial.” 

Nonetheless, Moon and Margetson 
thought enough of Victoreen to keep her. 
In the meantime. Levy’s stable star Bet 
Twice had taken up residence at Muirfield. 
Plagued by chronic breeding problems, 

^ Bet Twice found himself bearing the same 
I label as Victoreen-“not commercial.” 

I “He’d had breeding problems - not 
^ fertihty issues. He didn’t want to,” Moon 
said. “They ended up sending him to 
a specialist in Texas who worked with 
him to no avail. Then he went back to 
Florida to Francis Van Langendonck at 
Summerfield, and they were able to get 
him a little bit aroused with a cinnamon 
colored Shetland pony.” 

Discussing the issue with Muirfield 
veterinarian Kim Fincher one day. Moon 
wondered aloud whether pasture breeding 
might be the answer for Bet Twice. 

And she even had the perfect mate in 
mind—Victoreen. 

“With a lot of horses that could make 
a difference. And what better mare to 
use than Vicky. She was kind; she was 
mine, not a client’s. We’U participate in 
this experiment. Kim didn’t think it would 
hurt to try.” 

Once Victoreen began to show signs 
of coming into season, she and Bet Twice 
were turned out in adjacent paddocks. 

Boy met girl, and aU seemed to be going 
well. He was docile but clearly interested, 
and she was receptive. Once the time 
seemed exactly right, Victoreen joined the 
stallion in his paddock with Fincher and 
Moon supervising. 

“And then the rodeo started,” Moon 
deadpanned. 
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The formerly detached and disinterested Bet Twice viewed 
the situation as more of an unwelcome intrusion than a 
romantic interlude, and a very surprised Victoreen was on the 
run. 

“He was chasing her around, and she was like ‘OH my 
God!’ On about the third lap around, we caught her by the 
gate and hauled her outta there. And they never tried to breed 
Bet Twice again. It’s funny in retrospect, but. . .” 

When Levy sold Muirfield in 1999, Moon found herself 
looking for a new career path as well as a new home for 
Victoreen. She and Margetson had gotten to know breeder 
Ashton Kelly, who brought her yearlings to Muirfield to be 
consigned to the sales. 

A graduate of Washington College in Chestertown, Md., 
Kelly had gone to work for Binnie Houghton breaking babies 
while still an undergraduate. 

“After I graduated I went down to Aiken and worked for 
Jim Maloney. Then I went to Kentucky and started doing the 
sales, broke yearlings for different people in the fall,” Kelly 
said. “I went to Chesapeake City and galloped horses for 
[Allaire duPont] at her farm. In my 30s I started thinking I 
didn’t really want to gallop anymore.” 

Now a real estate agent, Kelly eventually found herself 
the ideal property in Kent County, Md. Originally 120 acres, 
she subdivided it into four parcels, keeping a 21-acre tract for 
herself and selling the rest. 

“It doesn’t have a name,” she said. “It’s just home.” 

Located a mile from the beach community of Betterton at 
the mouth of the Sassafras River, Kelly’s home is the perfect 
setting for three of her primary interests: her horses, kayaking 
and cycling. 

Upon hearing that Moon and Margetson were looking 
for a place to retire Victoreen, Kelly didn’t hesitate to offer 
the perfect solution. Margetson delivered Vicky to the farm, 
where she joined Annie and Nellie, the two Thoroughbred 
mares who are still her pasturemates today. 

Kelly kept aU three mares fit and in work. 

“I’m from the racetrack,” she said. “I believe they need to 
be kept going.” 

Margetson frequently made the drive to Betterton to visit 
his mare, usually bringing along feed, hay or whatever he 
could contribute to help Kelly with her care. He passed away 
at age 59 in 2010, leaving his cherished Victoreen to Moon. 

“I still miss Cotton,” she said quietly. 

While Moon is technically still Victoreen’s rightful owner, 
she gives all credit to Kelly for the 27-year-old mare’s great 
health and well-being. 

Admittedly, Victoreen enjoys status at Kelly’s homestead. 
She’s usually given run of the place, often allowed to graze 
on the lawns and between paddocks. She’s blanketed and 
brought into a roomy box stall on the coldest nights. And it 
goes without saying that treats are offered to Victoreen first, 
with Annie and Nellie respectfully waiting their turns. 

“I feel like she’s more Ashton’s because she has had her 
and cared for her for so long,” Moon said. “And if at any 
time Ashton had not been able to keep her. I’d find some 
place for her, even today.” 

That’s a promise kept. #

Improved 
Laurel leads 
to chance 
of Breeders’ 
Cup 


T hey’re serious, OK? No, really They 
mean it. For years, officials from 
the Maryland Jockey Club have 
talked about plans to renovate, improve 
and reinvigorate Laurel Park. The old 
track, they said, will become a gem, a 
destination, a place where old-fashioned 
racing fans and newcomers will come 
together to celebrate the Thoroughbred. 

Five years ago, such a statement cued 
much laughter. Now, well, nobody’s 
laughing. It’s a reality. 

Laurel, before our very eyes, is 
becoming a racing showplace. Yet another 
phase—the second-floor area of box seats 
and clubhouse restaurant—was unveiled at 
the Maryland Million in October. Think 
racetrack meets NFL skybox, with all the 
ingredients of a good Pottery Barn photo 
shoot—leather couches, conversation 
areas, comfortable chairs, a giant chess 


board, long and low coffee tables, a cigar 
humidor, polished wood, streak-free glass 
and aU the trimmings. Oh, and a great 
view of the track, food and refreshment 
of all types, plus televisions at pretty 
much every viewing angle and a slew of 
wagering windows ready to help you place 
a bet. 

Following a downstairs renovation 
which made its debut last year, the work 
puts Laurel in a new position-as a player 
in the national racing landscape. Built 
in 1911, it’s no longer just that old track 
where Maryland runs its races other than 
the Preakness. 

And they’re not finished. 

In November, Maryland Jockey Club 
officials attended the Breeders’ Cup at 
Santa Anita (like Laurel owned by The 
Stronach Group) with eyes on making 
a bid to host Thoroughbred racing’s 
world championships. The 2017 and 
2018 editions are slated for Del Mar 
in California and Churchill Downs in 
Kentucky, respectively, so 2019 is the 
earliest option with 2020 or 2021 more 
likely. Don’t doubt it. 

Wouldn’t that be something? Not 
all that long ago, people wondered 
if Maryland racing would survive the 
competition with neighboring states 
whose Thoroughbred products were 
fueled by purse and bonus enhancements 
from slot machines. To host a Breeders’ 
Cup would confirm the total rebirth of 
an industry-from one that floundered 
and missed opportunities to one that 
leads and makes the most of chances to 
succeed. 

I say bring it on. 

The Breeders’ Cup and all its 
surrounding buzz at Laurel would 
showcase Maryland’s racing heritage 
the same way the 2015 version at 
Keeneland did for Kentucky. Though 
Santa Anita—with its weather, capacity, 
history and Los Angeles marketing 
opportunities-is the ideal host, the event 
was always designed to move. Though 
Churchill Downs—with its past, Kentucky 
Derby cachet and ability to attract 100,000 


people to a day’s racing—will always be a 
host, the Breeders’ Cup can embrace non- 
traditional locations. 

A track like Laurel, in a Thoroughbred 
state like Maryland, deserves the 
opportunity. The state’s racing history 
stands up to the others. The proximity 
to Washington, DC., helps generate 
excitement. There are farms to tour, 
events to host, people to involve. Now 
the track is closing in on becoming a 
world-class venue. And imagine the 
improvements coming between now and 
2020. 

In the face of all this opportunity, I 
also say be cautious. 

Breeders’ Cup or no Breeders’ Cup, 
Laurel and the Maryland Jockey Club are 
fast becoming the Mid-Atlantic’s flagship 
racetrack and racetrack operator. With 
that distinction comes a responsibility 
to think about more than the real estate 
between Route 198 and Route 1. The 
big picture should always be part of the 
discussion. 

Stay in step with local owners, trainers 
and breeders. They’re the foundation to 
a successful racing product and a strong 
relationship with state legislators. The 
more Maryland-bred, -raised, -owned and 
-trained horses competing at Maryland 
tracks the better. Breeding numbers 
continue to climb in Maryland, because 
of the collaborative approach to the 
industry by the racing commission, track 
ownership, breeders, owners and trainers. 
That, more than anything, will preserve 
the financial link between slot machines 
and purses/purse enhancements. 

By hosting Virginia-bred stakes at 
Laurel the last few years, the MJC has 
helped boost that state’s Thoroughbred 
industry at a time of crisis. The other 
neighbors may or may not be to that 
point, but Maryland’s success can spiU 
over to West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and New Jersey. Competition 
drives this business, no doubt, but a 
healthy regional industry should be a 
secondary goal of every state. 

Discuss it over lunch at Laurel. ^

A.dmirals War Chest 
repeats for Sinatra, Caia^^o 



S ix days ago, Admirals War Chest won the Maryland Million Classic— 
joining a short list of repeat winners in the race’s 31-year history- 
hut on this day, an autumn Friday fiUed with rustling leaves, sun¬ 
shine and cool breezes, he is just another dirty horse. 

He stands in his stall, wearing six days of dust and dirt on his blanket, 
neck, head, legs and anywhere else he can get it. He’s got an itch on his 
head that must be scratched. Your back will do. He’s just got to have a 
mint. You must have one in your pocket. He’s begging for some attention. 
You smack him on the neck a few times and he comes back for more. He’s 
really interested in your shoe. You let him snuff around until he just about 
unties it. 


He’s a front-running demon on the 
track and ousted five foes in the $150,000 
Classic at Laurel Park Oct. 22. You saw it. 
Explain how it happened. 

That’s easy. Admirals War Chest, bred 
in Maryland and owned by Dr. Stephen 
Sinatra’s Sinatra Thoroughbreds, broke 
running for Taylor Hole, found that long 
stride quickly, got away with a first quarter- 
mile in :24.94, hustled through a second 
in :23.05, idled through another easy one 
(:24.69) for 6 furlongs in 1:12.68 and 
then he was gone. In a repeat of the 2015 
exacta, the son of Elusive Charlie won by 
3 V 2 lengths over Bullheaded Boy with Just 
Jack third after IVs miles in 1:51.28. Corby 
Caiazzo trained the winner, a bay geld¬ 
ing who joined Eighttofasttocatch (three).

Docent, Algar and Timely Warning as two- 
time Classic winners. 

The 1-2 finishers might have been the 
same, but the performance was totally dif¬ 
ferent. 

“Last year he was life and death (to win 
by a neck) and I was trying to get him to 
hold his speed a little bit better this year,” 
said Caiazzo. “This year was much better. 
He kicked away. I talked to some friends 
and came up with a little different plan 
and it worked. I was scared because the 
Wednesday before the race it was so warm 
and he was a little dull compared to what 
he had been and I was worried the plan 
didn’t work. Relaxation is key with him, 
but he bounces all the time when we ride 


him, he’s a good-feeling horse. I like to see 
that actually.” 

Standing 17 hands (at least). Admirals 
War Chest somehow breaks from the gate 
like a Quarter Horse, but is only just now 
figuring out he probably shouldn’t run as 
fast as he can for as long he can. Hole and 
Caiazzo called it maturity, though the train¬ 
er changed a few things for 2016—keep¬ 
ing the 5-year-old at the home base in 
Darlington instead of going to Fair HiU 
Training Center as often, taking it slow on 
the farm’s 5-furlong track, even training 
right-handed sometimes and daily (some¬ 
times twice daily) turnout. 

All that and another year on the track 
added up to a more polished performance, 
though 2016 didn’t start out that way. After 


winning the 2015 Classic, Admirals War 
Chest lost two starts at the end of the year 
(an allowance and the Jennings Handicap 
at Laurel) and returned in May. He fin¬ 
ished sixth in the Majestic Light Stakes at 
Monmouth Park, finished third going 7 
furlongs at Laurel July 3 and then last of 
seven at Delaware Park July 27. Caiazzo 
called his old boss Vince “Jimbo” Bracciale 
for some advice after that last one, and the 
former jockey didn’t disappoint. 

“Man, this horse is killing me,” Caiazzo 
said. 

Bracciale didn’t hesitate, “Aw, some¬ 
times you need a race over that track. Try 
him again.” 

Admirals War Chest went back to Dela¬ 
ware Sept. 1, and wired a short field. Like 
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Admirals War Chest and Corby Caiazzo share a moment at the farm, which has now propped the winners of six Maryland Million Classics. 


he did in 2015, the long-striding bay went 
to the Maryland Million off a win. 

“That picked his head up,” Caiazzo said. 
“I thought I had him right when I took him 
to Monmouth and he broke bad. He has 
a couple issues we deal with, and he got 
good at the end of the year again.” 

After the scratch of Titan Alexander, 
Admirals War Chest faced five foes in 
the Classic, but hard-hitting 3-year-olds 
Just Jack and Flash McCaul posed tough 
questions. Trained by Hammy Smith for 
breeder Mike Harrison, the former won 
half his eight starts coming in, including an 
optional claimer at Laurel 20 days earlier. 
The latter, representing Country Life Farm 
and Mike Trombetta, was good enough as 
a 2-year-old to place in two stakes and car¬ 
ried a string of solid starts into the Classic. 

Tacked outside his stall. Admirals War 
Chest strolled the round Laurel paddock 
like a regular and got a smooch on the nose 
from his groom before Hole got on board. 
Heading to the track, a fan yelled, “Dictate 
the pace baby, dictate the pace,” and “Go 
Navy.” The Admiral didn’t disappoint. 

“When those doors open he leaves 
there like a sprinter, like a quick, small 
horse, he flies out of there,” said Hole. 
“He gets the lead so easy, then he just waits 
and waits and can out-gallop horses. You 
don’t want any part of him early because 
he can go in :22 and change. He’s got dan¬ 
gerous speed.” 

There was no need for :22 as Admirals 
War Chest set up on the front end. Big 


Branch and Flash McCaul kept pace early 
as Just Jack raced just off them in fourth 
and the New York-based Bullheaded Boy 
settled in fifth ahead of Fm Mr. Blue. 
Admirals War Chest was all alone up the 
backside as Hole stayed tall and kept a 
long hold. Midway on the turn. Just Jack 
got to within about a length and Hole 
(probably looking for something to do) 
flipped down a set of goggles. His horse 
switched leads early while off the turn 
(ditto) and responded when set down at 
the quarter pole. Just Jack couldn’t sustain 
his bid, Bullheaded Boy came through on 
the inside and Flash McCaul backed up. 
The winner felt nothing but easy pumps of 
Hole’s hands and won easily. 

“It’s fun, he’s neat to ride,” Hole said of 
what it’s like to ride Admirals War Chest. 
“He does it so easy. I’m just an evil neces¬ 
sity at this point. He doesn’t really need 
me. I’m just going for the ride, holding on. 
He’s aU class.” 

Caiazzo missed the race to saddle two 
horses at Belmont Park, including Mecke’s 
Madalyn who was second at 28-1 in the 
$250,000 Empire Distaff for New York- 
breds. He planned to watch via mobile 
phone, but technology failed him. 

“We had a horse in the last race at 
Belmont and I was getting her ready to 
run, in the holding barn, and I went out¬ 
side to watch Admiral and I couldn’t get 
it,” he said. “I got so mad and then my 
phone just started. I got text after text after 
text...” 


Along with Caiazzo’s son Derek, Sinatra 
and the farm crew accepted the spoils in 
the Laurel winner’s circle. 

“We haven’t raced for seven weeks, so I 
was a little concerned, especially with those 
two 3-year-olds in there. There were some 
solid horses, but you saw what he did,” said 
Sinatra. “The horse likes the lead and there 
were no challengers out there. I was a little 
concerned when I saw the 47-and-change 
half I got a little concerned, but (at the 
quarter pole) I relaxed a little because I saw 
him puU away. That’s when I said, 'Oh, my, 
gosh, he can do it,’ and he did.” 

A Connecticut resident and nationally 
known cardiologist who founded the New 
England Heart Center, Sinatra has long 
been involved with Thoroughbreds—going 
back to childhood trips to Belmont 
Park with his father. A client of Allen 
and Audrey Murray’s Murmur Farm in 
Darlington for years, Sinatra bought the 
Murrays’ Berkley Farm after Allen died 
in 2013. The 160-acre farm includes three 
barns and the 5-furlong track and Sinatra 
renamed it Sinatra Thoroughbred Racing 
and Breeding at Berkley Farm. There he 
puts his human medical background to use 
to naturally reduce inflammation in horses, 
create better heart health and use as little 
medication as possible in favor of therapy 
machines, massage and chiropractic adjust¬ 
ment. 

“We don’t really use drugs,” said 
Caiazzo. “Admiral didn’t have anything 
except a little Adequan [an injectable joint 
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medication] and Lasix. Sometimes it’s like 
going into a gunfight with a popgun. It’s 
not an equal playing field all the time, but I 
think times are changing with the new rules 
and some of the success people are having. 
It’s good. Long term, it has to help. He’s 
a great example. He’s better now than he 
was. He’s not tailing off like some horses.” 

Sinatra owns mares in Kentucky and 
Maryland, and uses Berkley Farm as the 
hub for a racing program that also has 
horses at Parx Racing in Pennsylvania and 
Finger Lakes in New York. He co-bred 
Elusive Charlie with Darley and David 
Smith. The son of Elusive Quality and 
the Desert Wine mare Not So Careless 
never raced, but stood at Murmur and at 
Dutchess Views Farm in New York before 
dying of laminitis this year. 

In addition to his Maryland opera¬ 
tion and Kentucky mares (bred mainly for 
the sales market), Sinatra purchased New 
York stallion Desert Party from Darley 
in September. The son of Street Cry (Ire) 
was bred by Sinatra and David Smith, and 
sold as a yearling for |425,000. Darley 
bought him as a 2-year-old for $2.1 million 
and won six races including the Grade 2 
Sanford, two group races in Dubai and 
the Donald LeVine Memorial at Parx in 
2010. The 10-year-old, New York’s leading 
freshman sire of 2014, wiU stand the 2017 
season at Irish Hill Century Farm in New 
York. 

Owned by Sinatra and clients, race¬ 
horses, weanlings, yearlings and a retiree 


or two occupy Berkley’s barns and pad- 
docks-all overseen by Caiazzo and a small 
staff Training occurs after 12:30 p.m., 
to ensure quality exercise riders, and the 
horses don’t seem to mind early turnout 
and grooming sessions. 

“Sometimes I wish we could train here 
earlier but I want good riders so I have to 
wait for them,” said Caiazzo, who keeps a 
few stalls at Fair Hill too. “They run in the 
afternoon, so they can train that time too. 
It gives them more time to be outside. It’s a 
relaxed, low-key environment. The horses 
do well here. They can be horses here, and 
I think that’s a huge thing especially after 
they run. It helps them mentally, physically, 
everything.” 

Caiazzo, who likes to joke that he 
“came with the place,” met Sinatra while 
working for the Murrays, and brings plen¬ 
ty of horsemanship to the cause. The 
44-year-old lives on the farm with his wife 
Ali, 13-year-old Derek and 10-year-old 
daughter Madalyn and does pretty much 
everything short of galloping the race¬ 
horses, though there was a time he could 
do that too. The Howard Countian used to 
ride and fox hunt as a kid, and worked for 
Bracciale in high school and beyond. He 
learned to gallop, spent time with Charlie 
Hadry and Stewart Mitchell. Caiazzo spent 
eight years at Florida’s Ocala Stud Farm, 
where he ran the sales-prep barns and 
broke yearlings for Hall of Fame trainer 
Carl Nafzger. There, Caiazzo worked with 
Grade 1 winners Unshaded, Bellamy Road, 


Three Ring and Exogenous, plus major 
winners Chapel Royal, Shake You Down, 
and others. 

Caiazzo came home from Florida and 
spent time away from horses working 
construction with his father, then took a 
job with the Murrays. It’s been nothing but 
horses ever since. 

“I tried doing other stuff, it wasn’t the 
same,” he said. “There’s something about 
getting up early and being around them. 
They’ll drive you crazy, but they’ll make 
you happy too.” 

Caiazzo likes the opportunity he gets 
working for Sinatra. Without the farm, the 
facility, and his boss’ backing, the trainer 
knows he would struggle to keep a foot¬ 
hold in racing. 

“I’d be in trouble,” he said. “He’s a great 
guy to work for. He’s passionate about 
the horses but he wants what’s best for 
the horses. He has so much confidence 
in you, and we discuss everything. It’s not 
like, ‘This is the way it’s going to be.’ It’s a 
team effort. We talk about it, sometimes 
we don’t agree but we work it out. I’m 
extremely blessed to work with him. He’s 
an amazing person. He plays the game 
hard and he deserves the success. What he 
puts in, he gets out.” 

Admirals War Chest is a good example. 
Sinatra bred the gelding’s sire, and stood 
by him as a stallion when his racing career 
never happened. Now, Sinatra owns the 
farm where Admirals War Chest received 
his early lessons and where he trains. There 
are barns, a racetrack, paddocks, payroll, 
some new thinking when it comes to 
equine nutrition/treatment and more. 

The mix of it aU created a racehorse 
who seems to thrive in the autumn, who 
was made for the one-lap Classic at Laurel, 
who possesses something more than just 
speed, who appears to be improving at 
age 5. 

“This is the kind of horse, he leaves 
it aU out there on the track, that’s his job 
and he’s not afraid,” said Caiazzo. “When 
he goes over there, he’s ready. When you 
put the bridle on he’s a different horse. It’s 
kind of like a prizefighter. It’s a confidence 
thing. That’ll make an average horse a bet¬ 
ter horse and you can’t train them like that. 
The good Lord put that in there. That’s 
what separates a good horse from an aver¬ 
age horse. 

“There’s just something about a good 
horse. They present themselves.” 

And at that. Admirals War Chest pres¬ 
ents himself He’d really like another mint, 
another pat on the neck, maybe a nibble of 
your shoelace . . .

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Maryland Million Day doesn^t disappoint at stately Daurel Park

R epeat Classic winner Admirals War Chest cemented his spot 
as the big story of the day, but the 31st Maryland Million Day 
delivered plenty of other thrills—including postcard weather, 
heavily favored winners, longshot winners, photo finishes and multi-length 
romps—at an upgraded Laurel Park Oct. 22. 


still Phlashy in the Turf 

After going 4-for-4, winning the 
$125,000 Maryland Million Turf and cap¬ 
turing a Maryland-bred championship in 
2015, Phlash Phelps lived through a tricky 
start to his 2016 campaign with a single 
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win in four starts for Hillwood Stable and 
trainer Rodney Jenkins. 

“People said he lost a step, but none of 
it was his fault,” said Jenkins. “He’s just not 
gaining a step. He was catching tough races 
and tough trips.” 

The toughest had come one race prior 
to the 2016 Turf when Phlash Phelps 
finished fifth—beaten IV 2 lengths—in the 
Grade 2 Commonwealth Turf Cup at 
Laurel Sept. 24. Jenkins didn’t hold the 
defeat against his 5-year-old, or jockey 
Victor Carrasco, and aimed for Maryland 
Million Day. 

“He got beat trying to save ground and 
do all the things you’re supposed to do 
as a professional jockey,” Jenkins said of 


Carrasco and the Commonwealth. As the 
tote board showed his horse at 4-5 for the 
Turf, Jenkins offered simple instructions to 
his jockey, “Just keep him out of trouble. I 
think we’re good enough. He’s doing good 
enough.” Carrasco nodded, then went out 
and executed the plan. 

Phlash Phelps was four wide on the 
first turn, and sixth in a nine-horse field 
as Spartianos set the early fractions of 
:24.12, :46.94 and 1:10.85. Fourth, four 
wide and on the move around the far turn, 
Phlash Phelps leveled off and went after 
the leaders in the stretch-puUing away late 
to score by VA lengths in 1:34.57 (almost a 
second faster than 2015). Spartianos held 
for second with Grandiflora third. 


Carrasco loved the pre-race vote of 
confidence from Jenkins. 

“If I rode him last time like I did today, 
we would have won or finished second,” 
the jockey said. “I got covered up, they 
boxed me and that was that. Thanks God 
for Mr. Jenkins, he trusted me. I told the 
truth when I came back [after the defeat]. 
He’s been here for many years. He knows 
how to watch a race. This is an awesome 
horse. I love to ride him.” 

Jenkins and Hillwood’s Ellen Charles 
spent $85,000 to buy Phlash Phelps at 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s fall yearling sale 
in 2012. Bred by Carol Kaye, the son of 
Great Notion and the Not For Love mare 
Love Me Twice is a half-brother to 2012 
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Maryland Million Sprint winner Action 
Andy. 

Jenkins paid credit to stable staffers 
Eveline Kjelstrup, Sabrina Morris and 
Antone Moore for helping Phlash Phelps 
develop. The 5-year-old lost his first six 
starts, but has since won six of nine. 

“They’re the best, the best,” Jenkins 
said. “The horse looked good when he 
came in the paddock and he’s done a lot 
right for us.” 

New kid in Sprint 

In the Sprint, 10-year-old Ben’s Cat 
made his seventh Maryland Million start, a 
feat all the more remarkable when you con¬ 
sider the first three (all wins) came in a race 
that no longer exists. King Leatherbury’s 
gallant gelding won the Turf Sprint in 
2010, 2011 and 2012, then finished second 
in back-to-back runnings of the Turf (at a 
mile) before finishing second in the Sprint 
(6 furlongs in the dirt) in 2015. 

Then came 2016, which felt like a 
changing of the guard when 3-year-olds 
swept the first three spots of the $100,000 
Sprint led by Nicaradalic Rocks as Ben’s 
Cat faded to last of six. 

The winner took a long road to the 
Maryland Million. Bred in the state by 
Shamrock Farm, the Rock Slide gelding 
sold for $10,000 at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
as a yearling in 2014 and was an RNA for 
$24,000 at OBS April last year. He wound 
up in California and made his career debut 
for trainer Keith Desormeaux and own¬ 
ers Ron and Gwendolyn Dart at Del Mar 
in July 2015. Nicaradalic Rocks won his 
fourth start, at Santa Anita in October, for 
a $40,000 claiming price. He lost his next 
nine, and was claimed for $20,000 at Santa 
Anita in June—which set him on a course 
for the Maryland Million. 

Maryland resident Tom Freed made 
that claim with trainer John Brocklebank 
based on homemade speed figures, gut 
instinct and the chance at a big payday in 
October. Off the claim, Nicaradalic Rocks 
finished third for $32,000 in July and then 
took a five-day van ride to Laurel Park 
and the barn of Kieron Magee. Second in 
allowance company Aug. 20, Nicaradalic 
Rocks finished third (by a neck and a nose) 
in a starter race Sept. 11 and returned to 
win a similar race Sept. 30. Next stop. 
Million Day. 

Nicaradalic Rocks stumbled leaving the 
gate from post two, then set up just outside 
favorite Morning Fire through splits of 
:22.69 and :45.95 before edging away in the 
stretch for jockey Angel Serpa. The win¬ 
ner covered 6 furlongs in 1:09.89 to down 
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Morning Fire by a length with Easy River a 
neck back in third. Breaking from the rail, 
Ben’s Cat was in contention early but faded 
late and was beaten by a dozen lengths. 

Freed, who brought a big crowd to the 
winner’s circle, was joyous but not all that 
surprised. 

“On my charts, the numbers he was 
running he should be able to run and be 
very competitive in this type of field,” 
said Freed of his speed figures and the 
California claim. “The competition here is 
a lot stronger than it used to be a couple 
years ago. You bring horses out here 
[from California] and you don’t know what 
you’re going to get. 

“He’s a 3-year-old, he’s growing and 
all the rest of the stuff so you figure he’s 
going to have some upside.” 

Freed owns a copier business and runs 
a salon with his wife Debbie, but has long 
been a racing fan and participant. His 
TDCBE Stable (family initials) includes 
10 racehorses and 10 yearlings in the 
pipeline. The C stands for Connor, Tom

and Debbie’s 5-year-old son who drowned 
in a swimming-pool accident in 2006. In 
his honor, the Freeds formed the Connor 
Cares Foundation which funds lifeguard 
training, the placement of defibrillators 
at pools and other water-safety initiatives. 
The Freeds were instrumental in getting 
Connor’s Law requiring all public pools 
in Maryland to have defibrillators, and 
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trained personnel to use them, passed in 
2013. 

The Sprint win was a first Million score 
for Magee, who called it a career milestone. 

“It’s a thrill, an absolute thriU. It feels 
like IVe had 10 seconds I think, but I’m 
not sure,” he said. “I’m thrilled to get the 
monkey off my back. It’s one you want to 
win. Ben’s Cat is the local favorite, and I 
feel bad but I thought maybe it was our 
turn today. It’s huge [to have the Maryland 
Million option]. If they didn’t have these 
races, would I have put him in a regular 
stakes? No, I doubt it. He’s improving 
and I think he’s OK, but this was a great 
opportunity.” 

Nicaradalic Rocks is out of the Out- 
flanker mare Letmeaskuaquestion, who 
sold for $1,000 as a weanling and won a 
Charles Town stakes in her second start. 
She’s had two named foals, Nicaradalic 
Rocks and a 2-year-old full-sister who 
sold for $1,500 at Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
in 2015 and is training at Pimlico. A half¬ 


brother by Baltimore Bob sold for $1,000 
at the 2016 sale in early October. ^

No Bull In Nursery 

Kathleen WiUier took a fairly specific 
shopping list to the 2015 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale at Timonium, 
Md. —a yearling by BuUsbay—and gave it to 
Hammy Smith. 

“This is the horse I want,” the owner 
told her trainer, pointing out Hip 73 —a 
bay colt out of the Great Notion mare 
Great Hostess and from the Northview 
Stallion Station consignment. The opinion 
came because of one horse, a BuUsbay fiUy 
named Miss BuUistic, who came out of the 
same sale in 2013 and became a stakes win¬ 
ner at 2 and and earned a Maryland-bred 
championship. 

“We had Miss BuUistic and she was just 
a dynamite, hard-knocking fiUy that we just 
loved,” WiUier said. “We saw the BuUsbay 
[in the catalogue]. Hammy and his brother 


[Goree] vetted him out and said he was 
fine and good to go. And we bought him.” 

And got a Maryland MiUion Nursery 
winner. Simple, right? 

Hip 73, named GreatbuUsoffire, won 
his debut in July, added Delaware Park’s 
Strike Your Colors Stakes in August, then 
finished third in the Laurel Futurity. Sent 
off at even money in a field of 10 in 
the $100,000 Nursery, GreatbuUsoffire ran 
down 70-1 shot Dancing With Maude 
to win by a head with 30-1 Maryland’s 
Best third. Victor Carrasco rode the win¬ 
ner, bred in Maryland by Sycamore HaU 
Thoroughbreds. 

Like WiUier, Smith feU for the future 
stakes winner at the sale. 

“He’s a handsome son of a gun now 
and he looked similar to that in the ring 
too,” Smith said. “He was pretty daggone 
quick when we started with him, too. I’ve 
actuaUy been trying to make him slow 
down a Uttle bit and hopefuUy that wiU 
make him a better horse. He’s a profes¬ 
sional, he reaUy is. He’U walk in the pad- 
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Even-money favorite Greatbullsoffire (right) 
repeis 70-1 shot Dancing With Maude in the 
stretch to take the Maryiand Miiiion Nursery. 
Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s Paget Bennett (third 
from right) presents the trophy to owner

wouldn’t let him breed to Jump Start and 
made him send her to Orientate instead.

Item cashes in on Lassie 

Tom Coulter wanted to send his mare 
Black Coco to Jump Start, but Northview 
StaUion Station’s Paul O’Loughlin had 
another idea. 

“How about Orientate?” O’Loughlin 
asked. Coulter wasn’t so happy then, but 
relented, sent his Cape Town mare to the 
second choice and was smiling broadly 


after their foal Item won the Maryland 
Million Lassie. The 2-year-old fiUy jumped 
to a quick lead among a field of 10, then 
fought off a challenge from She’s Achance 
Too in the stretch to prevail by a head with 
Small Batch a neck back in third. Bred 
in Pennsylvania by Coulter’s Arrowwood 
Farm, Item came into the race off a debut 
win at Penn National Oct. 8 and backed it 
up for trainer Rodrigo Madrigal and jockey 
Tyler Conner. 

“He’s a great man, a great breeder,” said 
O’Loughlin with a nod to Coulter after 
the race. “He was mad at me because I 


“I’ve been in the race business since 
1999 so it is absolutely super,” he said. 
“Everything we’ve raced, we’ve bred. It 
took a reaUy long time to get to this point 
but it’s a real thriU.” 

Also bred by Coulter, Black Coco won 
twice in 18 starts. Item is her second foal, 
and Coulter called her a face in the crowd 
on the farm, but a standout once she got 
to Randy Rentz in South Carolina for early 
lessons. 

“On the farm, we grade all of our year¬ 
lings and she was always in the middle of 
the pack but when she got to [Rentz] he 
said, ‘That’s the one,’ ” Coulter said. “And

when she got up there to Penn National, 
my trainer said, 'That’s the one.’ I thought 
she really stood out in the paddock today 
I thought she looked super and she ran 
super too.” 

Devilish Love in the Ladies 

Tony Dutrow gets it. Owner Joe Imbesi 
makes changes with his horses. Six-year- 
old mare Devilish Love started her career 
with Steve Klesaris in 2013, moved to 
Dutrow’s barn the next season, went to 
Ben Perkins Jr. in 2015 and Guadalupe 
Preciado to start this year before coming 
back to Dutrow in September. 

“He moves her around,” Dutrow said. 
“I was so disappointed to lose her and 
then I was so happy to get her back, but I 
guess Joe feels like he just needs to make 
changes. He’s a great guy, but he does what 
he feels he has to do. He called me about 
six weeks ago, a day or two after she ran 
her last race and he said 'Tony, what do you 
think about taking Devilish Love back and 
taking a crack at the Maryland Million?’ ” 

After asking about the mare’s condi¬ 
tion and getting a positive response from 


Imbesi, Dutrow had a two-word answer: 
''Well, absolutely.” During their previous 
time together. Devilish Love won three of 
six starts and finished second in the 2014 
Maryland Million Ladies. 

Sent to Dutrow’s barn at Belmont Park, 
the daughter of Not For Love and the 
Cozzene mare Cozinneta thrived with a 
string of solid workouts including a buUet 
5-furlong move in 1:00.32 six days before 
the Ladies at IVs miles on turf Sent off at 
9-2 in a field of eight including two-time 
race winner Monster Sleeping, Devilish 
Love collected her first stakes win with 
a nose decision over Complete St., who 
was a length in front of Northern Smile 
in third. 

''I had some time when I got her, and 
she really did train weU,” Dutrow said. 
''She trained as well as you’d want a horse 
to train.” 

Devilish Love led by a length with a 
furlong to go, but had to dig in to deny 
an inside rally from Complete St. The 
latter wound up on the rail by necessity 
after bumping with Northern Smile in the 
stretch, and nearly got up for the win. 
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Second in 2014, Devilish Love stretches for the finish line to win the Ladies by a nose over Complete St for Briardale Stable and trainer Tony Dutrow. 


“She got surprised a little,” jockey Alex 
Cintron said of Devilish Love. “Usually 
when a horse feels another horse on the 
outside they are going to fight but that 
other horse came on the inside. It surprised 
me too. I didn’t think anyone would come 
through there. She was already there and 
there was nothing I could do. I just trusted 
my filly and she tried hard. Once she knew 
that fiUy was there, she started fighting.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Richard 
Golden’s Sycamore Hall Farm, Devlish 
Love was purchased by Imbesi for $30,000 
at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s fall yearling sale 
in 2011. Her Maryland-bred dam made 
two starts in England for Golden, before 
winning once in six American tries. Sold in 
2013, she’s produced one additional win¬ 
ner, the 2-year-old Big Blue Arrow who 
was eighth in the Lassie. 

Dutrow won his eighth Maryland 
Million race as a trainer (tied for third on 
the aU-time list behind Dale Capuano and 
King Leatherbury), and called the win a 
homecoming of sorts. 

“I grew up here, no matter where I’m 
at this is home so it’s nice to win,” he said. 
“We were fortunate to get more than our 
share and to come back and get another 
one is special.” 


Sockless, not winless 

Dispatched at 41-1 in a field of 14 
in the $50,000 Maryland Million Starter 
Handicap, Who Stole My Sock had every¬ 
body asking just that as he charged down 
the stretch to win by a neck for the Lewis 
Family Racing Stable and trainer Carlos 
Mancilla. 

Bred in Maryland by Clarksville veteri¬ 
narian Dr. Fred Lewis, the 5-year-old son 
of Scipion was named for his three white 
socks —and one bare leg. 

“The kids all get together and pick 
names and somebody said. Well, he lost 
his sock,’ ” Lewis said. “We didn’t want to 
name him He Lost His Sock so somebody 
else said well. Who stole his sock?’ ” 

The dark bay gelding, produced from 
the Norquestor mare Tricky Luck, gave the 
Lewises their first Maryland Million win. 

“We’re really excited,” said Lewis, 88. 
“We like the horse, we like the mare and 
we like the sire. It’s very exciting. It’s some¬ 
thing we’ve been dreaming of ever since 
we started this. We’ve been knocking at the 
door. We’ve won a few stakes through the 
way, but whenever that seemed to happen 
we didn’t have the right sire to get in [the 
Maryland Million].” 


Lewis and his wife Mary Agnes have 
“12 to 15” horses and a small brood¬ 
mare band. They get help from their 10 
grown children (two veterinarians) with 
more than the names, but do much of the 
work themselves and have made a life with 
Thoroughbreds. 

“We foal them ourselves, that’s half the 
pleasure of it, raise them and bring them 
aU along,” he said. “As usual, we think 
we’ve got the next one coming along all 
the time.” 

Who Stole My Sock broke his maiden 
for a $25,000 tag at Pimlico in 2014, then 
lost his next 28 starts before breaking 
through at Laurel Sept. 17. Five weeks 
later, he picked a good time to start the 
first winning streak of his life—nearly dou¬ 
bling his 2016 earnings and improving to 
3-for-37 lifetime with seven seconds and 
six thirds.

Just in Time 

Retiring Maryland veterinarian 
Zipf earns Joe Kelly A.ward

S ifting through a cardboard box, Dr. David Zipf picks and points. He 
reaches inside and lifts out a small frame containing a photo. There’s 
a story. Once he’s done telling it, Zipf puts down the picture and 
pulls out another. 

''This is my son, Michael. He lives around the Virginia Beach area,” Zipf 
says, shifting his focus to another image. "This is my grandson. Matt. He’s 
11 years old, and this is Alex, his brother. He’s 9 now.” 


The kids and the grandkids light up the 
veterinarian’s eyes like nothing else dis¬ 
cussed in an hour-long conversation. Most 
of these pictures in Zipf’s hands, until a 
day earlier, rested upon a small, shaky shelf 
behind his desk at Laurel Park. The screws 
that held the shelf in place had been loose 
for some time, until finally—and perhaps 
symbolically—they gave out. The shelf 
collapsed, taking down the family photos 
with it. 

Just weeks away from retirement in 
December, Zipf would have eventually put 
those photos in some sort of box anyway. 
He’d pack up those memories, along with 
the photos of his wife Jacqueline, their 
dogs and other clippings of comic strips 
taped to the wall around his desk. 

There were also the hats from all of 
those Preakness Stakes days Zipf worked; 
the Xtra Heat bobblehead and the horse’s 
shoe scooped from John Salzman’s barn; 
and the figurine of Woody Hayes, legend¬ 
ary football coach of Zipf’s alma mater 
Ohio State. It was aU going in a box and 
coming home. 

Zipf, 76, placed the box back under 
his desk and admitted to feeling “mixed 
emotions” about stepping away. Sure, he 
wanted to spend more time with the family 
but he was also leaving a job as a Maryland 
Racing Commission veterinarian that he’d 


held since 1965. Even before then, grow¬ 
ing up in Ohio, this was his dream job. 

“My father was a farm editor for The 
Columbus Dispatch for 30-something years. 
That’s how I got interested in veterinary 
medicine,” Zipf said. “I traveled with him 
to get stories on farms and fairs. That’s 
when I knew, ever since I was 11 or 12 
years old, what I wanted to be. There was 
no question. That was it.” 

Going out on assignment with his 
father BiU—who also worked as an agri¬ 
cultural reporter on radio and TV—taught 
Zipf lessons he would internalize and 
adopt in later years. The way his father 
interviewed people, how he listened more 
than he spoke, and his work ethic-all of 
that stuck with Zipf 

“I would go behind the scenes and 
watch his show, as a kid. That’s where 
I think I picked up some of the points 
on discussing things with people and 
being civil about it and listening to what 
they have to say. Don’t be a know-it-aU. 
Sometimes you learn a lot from listening 
to people,” he said. 

After earning a Bachelor of Science in 
Agriculture at Ohio State University, he 
pursued his larger goal at OSU’s CoUege of 
Veterinary Medicine. There, Zipf learned 
of an opening for a veterinarian on the 
Maryland Racing Commission. He jumped 


on it and upon graduation reported for 
duty at Marlboro Race Course in Upper 
Marlboro. 

With a primary focus on horse wel¬ 
fare, Zipf borrowed from his father and 
made communication the centerpiece of 
his daily rounds on the backstretch. When 
it came to enforcing medication rules, 
inspecting horses and upholding general 
regulations, Zipf tried to develop strong 
relationships — and open lines of commu¬ 
nication—with trainers, owners and private 
veterinarians who roamed the same shed- 
rows. 

“In the old days, I wore the white hat 
and the [private veterinarians] wore the 
black hat, and ‘never the two shall meet.’ 
Now, it’s a different story,” he said. “At 
least here in Maryland, I have a good rap¬ 
port with them and they don’t try to sneak 
around and pull things.” 

On this morning, while meeting with 
his three fellow state veterinarians, Zipf — 
the chief among them—asks the team 
what they’d seen while checking on run¬ 
ners entered at Laurel that afternoon. As 
one veterinarian speaks about a horse he 
decided to scratch and the potential issues 
he’d spotted in another horse, notes are 
furiously punched into a tablet loaded with 
software containing an electronic veteri¬ 
narian list. 

Zipf, meanwhile, took a few notes, pen 
and paper. These are different times. Not 
only has technology improved transpar¬ 
ency and interstate tracking of high-risk 
horses, the threshold for reporting poten¬ 
tial issues with horses is also a fraction 
of what it was back in those early days in 
Upper Marlboro. 

All of it, combined with tougher medi¬ 
cation rules, is what Zipf alludes to when 
he begins to talk about legacy. For him.

the key metric has always been the rate 
of fatal breakdowns in the state. Over the 
past three years, the number has steadily 
declined. It was at 2.9 breakdowns per 
1,000 starts in 2013, before dropping to 1.8 
in 2014. Then, in 2015, it fell to 1.4, below 
the national average of 1.6. 

“WeVe lessened the number of cata¬ 
strophic breakdowns through more strin¬ 
gent examinations,” he said. “WeVe met 
the challenge and we Ve overcome it. That’s 
been one of my most important assets, 
and that’s going to be one of those things 
that you really miss. It is a challenge and 
it’s so rewarding when you overcome the 
negative aspects of it. It’s like winning the 
battle.” 

The doctor’s toughest battle might have 
come 10 years ago on Maryland’s biggest 
day of racing, in the aftermath of its big¬ 
gest race. Zipf was standing behind the 
starting gate when Barbaro prematurely 
broke through it before the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl. Gathered up by an outrider, the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner was brought 
to the back of the gate to reload. 

A minute and 19 seconds would elapse 
from the time Barbaro broke through gate 
the first time and the moment in which the 
full field officially broke from the gate for 
the start of the Preakness. Zipf says that 
in that 79-second span, he prevented an 
assistant starter from immediately reload¬ 
ing the horse, and that Zipf himself insist¬ 
ed on inspecting Barbaro more closely. 
Ultimately, Zipf was satisfied with what 
he saw from Barbaro and declared him 
eligible to run. 

What most will remember is Barbaro 
pulling up shortly after the start of the 
race. He’d sustained a catastrophic injury 
in his right hind leg. It not only ended his 


career, it eventually led to his death nine 
months later. What hardly anyone knows 
is that Zipf faced an endless stream of 
vitriol, in the form of hate messages from 
complete strangers who directly blamed 
him for the horse’s death. 

“That afternoon, I had a message on 
the phone from a lady. . . she said, T 
hope you have a death in your family 
because you caused [this], because you 
didn’t scratch the horse.’ There were a lot 
of people who thought that. 

“A lot of people thought that I should 
have scratched him after he broke through 
the gate, but that had nothing to do with 
it. He went out, he didn’t go all that far. 
[Jockey Edgar] Prado brought him back 
around and I examined him. I made him 
trot around a little bit behind the gate, 
making sure he didn’t hurt his eye when 
he busted through the gate, a nosebleed 
or anything like that. But he was perfectly 
fine.” 

Zipf also recalled asking Prado to con¬ 
firm that the horse felt fine underneath 
him. There was nothing Prado indicated 
or that Zipf could see at the time that 
would’ve justified scratching Barbaro. 

A decade later, Zipf is at peace with 
his decision and has remained resolute in 
his position that Barbaro’s injuries were 
not linked to his initial crash through 
the starting gate. In fact, Zipf said a 
frame-by-frame video presentation he later 
observed showed that contact with the 
front right leg of Brother Derek, running 
just behind Barbaro, may have caused the 
injury. Though none of that matters. 

“It was a sad experience,” he said. “But 
it was gratifying what I had done, I had 
ascertained the situation fuUy I didn’t cut 
any corners. That’s why I didn’t want that 


assistant starter to stick [Barbaro] right 
back in the gate. I’m not happy with the 
results, [but] I was justified by making him 
run. It wasn’t even a question.” 

The doctor’s thick skin and stoic 
demeanor are no doubt a reflection of the 
professional poise he picked up from his 
father, combined with the expected tough¬ 
ness that grows within anyone who has 
spent a half-century at the track. 

“Congratulations, Doc,” says a track 
employee, walking past Zipf’s office. 
“That’s quite an honor.” 

The honor is the 2016 Joe Kelly Mary¬ 
land Million Unsung Hero Award pre¬ 
sented to Zipf in the Laurel Park winner’s 
circle Oct. 22 during the 31st Jim McKay 
Maryland Million Day. 

As implied by the name of the award, 
it celebrates people who demonstrate valu¬ 
able characteristics that often go unreward¬ 
ed. The Joe Kelly Award recognizes hon¬ 
esty, hard work and humility. Therefore, it 
was little surprise that Zipf reacted as he 
did when told that he was named its 2016 
recipient. 

“I was kind of floored because I didn’t 
really expect anything. I’m not a glory 
seeker, you know. I’m just a conservative 
Taft Republican from Ohio,” he says with 
a smirk. “It was great. It was really kind of 
a culmination, and great timing since I’m 
ready to throw in the towel.” 

For the past 20 years, Zipf’s closest 
neighbor at the track has been the woman 
in the office right next to him, Georganne 
Hale. 

As racing secretary for the Maryland 
Jockey Club, Hale has developed both 
a strong working relationship and per¬ 
sonal friendship with Zipf, who she calls 
“Zipper” while walking into his office to 
share some thoughts. 

“He’s very quiet, very knowledgeable,” 
she said. “I always go to him for my animal 
problems. We’re going to miss him, that’s 
for sure.” 

Though he isn’t one for public displays 
of emotion, it’s clear that Zipf is going to 
miss this place and the people. He’s made 
a lot of friends-and that’s not always the 
way it goes for track veterinarians. 

Yet, after all these years, it was time to 
move on. Maryland’s racing community 
had let Zipf know that it had appreciated 
everything he had done, and that the vet¬ 
erinarian, in his quiet consistency, hadn’t 
been overlooked. 

The Joe Kelly Award, along with the 
congratulations Zipf was greeted with at 
every turn, made retirement a little sweeter; 
it also added a little more weight to the 
boxes filled with Zipf’s memories. ^

High Mark 

Nothhaft ranks Finest City score 
in Breeders^ Cup among top achievements

enry ''Hank” Nothhaft got involved in racing toward the tail end 
of his career in the high-technology industry knowing he’d need 
a challenge and something to feel passionate about as retirement 


loomed. 

"I’d gotten into the horse racing business because I knew that being in 
high tech, that I’d retire, the inevitable cycle of life,” Nothhaft said. "I’m 
still very interested in it but I don’t have that overwhelming passion that 
I had when I first got in it, so I was looking for something else to do. So 
approximately 10 years ago I got involved. 


“I didn’t know anything to tell you the 
truth. I didn’t know how little I really knew 
I thought I knew about it, but after a while 
I realized how naive I really was.” 

Nothhaft, a first-generation American 
who grew up in Western Pennsylvania 
and runs his operation HnR Nothhaft 
Horseracing, admits he’s stiU got plenty to 
learn but he also knows now what it feels 
like to breed a winner at the Breeders’ Cup 
World Championships. 

Nothhaft found that out Nov. 5 as 
Pennsylvania-bred Finest City upset the 
$1 million Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare 
Sprint-G1 at Santa Anita Park. 

Ironically Nothhaft’s first Breeders’ Cup 
victory came in a race he was expected to 
be represented in as an owner, with Living 
The Life (I^^)? missed the race due 
to injury. Nothhaft watched the Breeders’ 
Cup from his home in Saratoga, Calif, with 
his family, and Finest City’s three-quarter- 
length win over 2015 FiUy and Mare Sprint 
winner WaveU Avenue factored heavily in a 
huge weekend for her breeder. 
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The day after Finest City’s victory 
Nothhaft was on hand at Golden Gate 
Fields to see her 2-year-old half-sister, 
the Pennsylvania-bred Tale of the Cat 
fiUy Grand Prix, break her maiden in her 
fourth start. 

Nothhaft relished those victories, along 
with several others on Breeders’ Cup week¬ 
end that bolstered his breeding program. 

‘'Given my horses and who I’m plan¬ 
ning on breeding to, it couldn’t have been 
any better,” he said. “I have a Gio Ponti, 
and a Gio Ponti won [the Sprint] with 
Drefong. I have a Pioneerof the Nile and 
I’m considering him as the breeding choice 
for Living The Life and Kindle, another 
mare I own. He won [the Juvenile] with 
Classic Empire. I have a Tiznow colt on 
the ground and Tourist won [the Mile]. I’m 
a City Zip maniac and Finest City won. 

“So how could you have a better day 
than that, short of Living The Life not 
having won the race? And not to mention 
Navy beat Notre Dame for the 13th time 
in 90 years Saturday. How could you have a 
better day than that?” 

The seedlings of Nothhaft’s memorable 
weekend were planted back in 2011, when 
he and bloodstock agent Carl McEntee 
worked the Keeneland November breeding 
stock sales in search of broodmare pros¬ 
pects. Nothhaft met McEntee, formerly 
of Ghost Ridge Farm and Northview PA 
in Pennsylvania and now with Darby Dan 
Farm in Kentucky, during the re-syndica¬ 
tion of champion Smarty Jones. 

The two also worked on the purchase 
of Pennsylvania stallion Silver Train and 
were shopping for mares to breed to the 
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son of Old Trieste when Be Envied went 
through the ring at Keeneland. 

“My goal was to support Silver Train,” 
Nothhaft said. “I had a really strong belief 
in the Pennsylvania incentives, both the 
breeding and owners’ awards. I had a little 
bit of an emotional attachment to the state 
considering I was born there. 

“I started to develop a broodmare band 
to support the sire. We set a budget, had cri¬ 
teria we were looking for and we were buy¬ 
ing in-foal mares at auctions. Considering 
a guy like me getting involved at such a 
late stage you’ve got to buy mares in foal 
if you’re going to accelerate your entry 
into the industry, unless you’re just writing 
blank checks and giving all the profits to 
somebody else. Having been a high-tech 
entrepreneur I was thinking about building 
a business from scratch, putting capital in, 
doing a lot of boot-strapping of the busi¬ 
ness. That was my mentality.” 

Nothhaft bought Be Envied for 
$37,000. She was sold in foal to City Zip 
and the resulting foal born at Northview 
PA in Peach Bottom in 2012 was Finest 
City. Understanding the realities of run¬ 
ning his breeding program like any other 
business and looking to generate cash flow, 
Nothhaft entered the weanling City Zip 
filly, then named City Envy, in the 2012 
Keeneland November sale. 

“I’d named the horse so I was wasn’t 
planning on selling, but after looking at the 
foals on one of my trips to Pennsylvania 
and some casual conversations, we said, 
‘Let’s seriously consider selling this foal 
if we can get enough money for it,’” 
Nothhaft said. “Enough money would be 
over $100,000 for a weanling out of a mare 
we paid $37,000 for. 

“She was vetted, she was beautiful, we 
moved her over to Northview in Maryland 
to do sales prep, and everything was rolling. 
We hired Hunter Valley Farm, which is a 
high-end and reputable consignor. They’re 
great for a guy like me. We get her down 
to Kentucky, prep her and we’re aU very 
optimistic. At the sale she’s getting a lot of 
looks and scopes. She was on fire.” 

Nothhaft, McEntee and Hunter Valley’s 
Fergus Galvin hoped the fiUy would bring 
as much as $150,000 after aU the presale 
action, but were conservative in putting her 
reserve at $50,000. 

“When she sold I went in the room—this 
was the first horse I ever bred that I 
sold—and there was some bidding initially 
but it started slow; ran up in small incre¬ 
ments,” Nothhaft said. “The last bid was 
$50,000 and she sold. I couldn’t under¬ 
stand it, Fergus couldn’t understand it, 
Carl couldn’t understand it. Well, we go 


back and it comes to our attention that we 
thought the X-rays were clean, but it turns 
out the last set taken weren’t completely 
clean. She had a small OCD issue, and sell¬ 
ing as a weanling basically to pinhookers, 
that’s tough. The people that were looking 
at her were flunking her and moving on 
to somebody else, but we didn’t know it at 
the time.” 

Cobra Farm bought the filly, and resold 
her for $85,000 at the 2013 Keeneland 
September yearling sale to Seltzer Thor¬ 
oughbreds, which celebrated her victory 
in the FiUy and Mare Sprint with trainer 
Ian Kruljac. 

Nothhaft bred Be Envied to Silver 
Train and she produced a fiUy, subsequent¬ 
ly named Move, in 2013. Nothhaft sent 
Be Envied to Tale of the Cat in 2013, the 
resulting foal being the winner Grand Prix, 
and Silver Train died after standing in the 
Southern Hemisphere in December 2013. 

Be Envied was bred to Tale of Ekati 
in 2014 and later in the year was entered 
in the Keeneland November sale. She 
failed to meet her reserve on a final bid of 
$24,000, but was sold privately after going 
through the ring to representatives of 
breeders in India. 

Nothhaft said he doesn’t regret selling 
Finest City or Be Envied. 

“I race, maybe if I was only a breeder 
I would have second thoughts, but I know 
the racing risk and how these animals are,” 
he said. “I’m so happy for these people and 


the success they had. They did all the right 
moves. During aU of this I’ve been nothing 
but elated for the horse, the connections 
and everybody involved. They bought an 
animal that had some known issues at that 
time, but were willing to take the risk. On 
top of that you still had all the racing luck 
issues you deal with anyway. Plus I own the 
two half-sisters, so I’m ecstatic.” 

Though he was the only winner, Noth¬ 
haft wasn’t the only Mid-Atlantic breeder 
at the Breeders’ Cup. Six horses bred in 
the region competed in the 13 races-four 
in Pennsylvania, one in Maryland and one 
in Virginia. 

Al’s Gal takes Malone 
to the big stage 

Pennsylvania-bred Al’s Gal earned a 
spot in the Breeders’ Cup with a Grade 1 
victory in the E.P Taylor at Woodbine 
Oct. 16. The daughter of English Channel 
and the Winning mare Dans La Ville (Chi) 
delighted breeder Alex Malone of Malone 
Racing. Malone took her daughters Scarlett 
(5) and MoUy (8) and enjoyed the experi¬ 
ence even if Al’s Gal finished ninth of 13 
in the Filly and Mare Turf while beaten a 
little more than 6 lengths. 

“It was so exciting, a dream come true,” 
said Malone. ‘We were there in the pad- 
dock, we had seats, we loved it. We took 
the red eye Friday night and back again 
Saturday night. Needless to say, we were a 
little tired.”

Malone lives in Kennett Square, Pa., 
and purchased Al’s Gal’s dam privately 
after she failed to sell (on a last bid of 
$2,000) at Keeneland November in 2010. 
At the time, she looked average at best with 
one win in 16 tries and a middling pro¬ 
duce record of winners in Chile, Germany 
and England. She had produced fillies by 
English Channel in 2009 and 2010 and was 
in foal to the turf champion again. 

Malone took Dans La ViUe home and 
she produced a bay filly in 2011. 

“We loved her,” said Malone. “She was 
straight, correct, absolutely gorgeous.” 

And headed to the sales ring. The wean¬ 
ling fiUy sold for $50,000 at Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky’s November sale and changed 
hands twice more—for $30,000 as a year¬ 
ling and $40,000 as a 2-year-old. Al’s Gal 
made her first five starts for trainer Gary 
Contessa and was later claimed by Bruce 
Levine and Bruce Brown. She was running 
for J. David Braddy in Florida when Mike 
Maker claimed her ($35,000) for Ken and 
Sarah Ramsey in February 2015. 

Since then, she’s won five races and 
earned more than $600,000. Two days after 
the Breeders’ Cup, the Ramseys topped 
that payday by selling Al’s Gal for $800,000 
at Fasig-Tipton Kentucky’s November 
Sale. SF Bloodstock and New Gate Farm 
made the purchase. 

To Malone, it’s all a bit of a blur but 
not that surprising. Dans La Ville’s 2009 
foal, Ann of the Dance, placed in a graded 


stakes and started in the 2011 Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Fillies Turf Dans La ViUe, 
who turns 22 in 2017, is not in foal but 
Malone is thinking of trying again. 

“It was a beginner’s luck for real,” 
Malone said. “That was the first foal we 
ever bred, really, and we stiU have the mare. 
She’s getting older, but I’d like to breed her 
to English Channel. He sure seems like 
the key.”

The Grade 2 win¬ 
ner-a son of More Than Ready and the 
Broad Brush mare Goodbye Stranger-was 
bred by Blackstone Farm. 

■ Maryland-bred Dancing Rags, a Grade 1 
winner at Keeneland, finished eighth in the 
Juvenile FiUies for Chadds Ford Stable and 
trainer Graham Motion. Bred by David

DiPietro, the daughter of first-crop sire 
Union Rags tired late after starting slowly 
and making up some ground on the far 
turn. 

■ Pennsylvania-bred Spelling Again fin¬ 
ished sixth in the Filly and Mare Sprint 
for Seejay Racing and trainer Brad Cox. 
The daughter of Awesome Again and the 
Alphabet Soup mare Spelling was claimed 
from Strawbridge for $40,000 in March 
2015 before winning Grade 2 stakes in 
2015 and 2016. Seejay sold Spelling Again 
at Fasig-Tipton Kentucky in November for 
$800,000 to China Horse Club. 

■ Fair HiU Training Center-based A. P. 
Indian finished fourth in the Sprint, his 
first defeat of 2016, for trainer Arnaud 
Delacour. The Green Lantern Stables 
homebred could not match the early 
speed of California-based Drefong and 
Masochistic, who finished first and second 
after early fractions of :21.49, :44.03 and 
:55.98 and completed 6 furlongs in 1:08.79. 
A gelding, whose 2016 season started 
with stakes wins at Monmouth Park and 
Parx, A. P. Indian turns 7 next year and is 
expected to race in 2017. 

■ Grade 1 winner Miss Temple City, based 
at Fair Hill with Motion, finished fifth in the 
Mile—two necks away from third—while 
trying to defeat males for the third time 
this year. Owned by The Club Racing, 
Allen Rosenblum and Sagamore Farm, 
the 4-year-old fiUy came into the Breeders’ 
Cup off a win in the Grade 1 Shadwell 
Turf Mile at Keeneland. Tourist, third in 
that race, charged up the rail in the stretch 
to get the Breeders’ Cup win by a half- 
length over champion Tepin with Midnight 
Storm third. Ironicus, bred and owned 
by Marylander Stuart Janney III, finished 
fourth. West Point Thoroughbreds’ Ring 
Weekend, also trained by Motion, wound 
up seventh. 

■ Happy Mesa, twice a winner at Laurel 

this year for trainer Hammy Smith and an 
ownership group headed by Jerry Romans, 
finished 12th in the Juvenile Fillies Turf 
The daughter of Sky Mesa and the Broken 
Vow mare Happy Choice was a $20,000 
yearling purchase by Romans and won 
a $40,000 maiden claimer at Laurel in 
August before backing that up with a 37-1 
upset in the Selima Stakes (also at Laurel) 
in September. Off that win, she was pur¬ 
chased by Great Point Stables, Highclere 
America and Zoom and Fish Stable and 
sent to Motion. Happy Mesa finished sec¬ 
ond in the Surfer Girl Stakes at Santa Anita 
in October. ^

Bumpy road ends 

Ness, Cedeno, dagger top standings 
as handle struggles, field size gains

D elaware Park’s 2016 season came 
to an end Oct. 15 with an 11-race 
card—10 of them Thoroughbred 
races —and perhaps indicative of the com¬ 
petitive nature of racing in the Mid-Atlantic 
region on a Saturday, on-track handle was 
$113,691 while total handle was $728,589. 

Despite some anemic handle numbers 
throughout the meet, Delaware Park’s 
director of racing John Mooney saw many 
positive signs for 2016, including more 
robust field sizes. Average starters per race 
was 7.23, an increase of 2 percent from 
7.08 in 2015. Filling races had been prob¬ 
lematic the last few years, especially since 
the Delaware backstretch was nowhere 
near capacity. 

A more aggressive campaign to recruit 
new trainers before the meet in May 
paid off, with newcomers Keith Nations, 
Kelly Rubley, Gerald Bennett and George 
Leonard III entering many horses and win¬ 
ning many races. Nations saddled 99 start¬ 
ers, winning 25 races and placing 31 times, 
earning $525,165. 

Jamie Ness repeated as leading trainer, 
saddling 38 winners from 134 starters (28 
percent), 13 winners more than runner- 
up Larry Jones, who led by purses at 
$1,176,230 and boasted a higher winning 
percentage than Ness (32 percent). 

Jagger Inc., Ness’s stable name, was the 
leading owner with 14 wins from 54 starts, 
four more than Bruno Schickedanz and 
Richard Hessee III, who each had 10 wins. 

Leading jockey honors went to Carol 
Cedeno, who booted home 75 win¬ 
ners from 384 starts, 20 wins more than 
Trevor McCarthy, and her mounts earned 
$1,479,968. It was also the second year in 
a row that Cedeno captured the Delaware 
riding crown. The 27-year-old edged Tyler 
Conner 56-55 last year. 

Cedeno became interested in Thorough¬ 
bred racing after a relative took her to a 
racetrack in her native Puerto Rico, and she 
decided to pursue a career in the saddle. 


After riding professionally in that country 
beginning in 2008, she came to the U.S. and 
has become one of the top female riders in 
the sport. 

The mother of a 7-year-old daughter 
and a 4-year-old son, Cedeno was side¬ 
tracked in 2013 when she fractured a ver¬ 
tebrae after an accident at Penn National, 
and it took her nearly a year to make a 
comeback. She returned at Delaware in 
2014 and picked up where she left off, rid¬ 
ing 45 winners and finishing second, two 
behind Alex Cintron. 

Delaware Park management released 
final meet statistics Oct. 19, which showed 
total handle for the 81-day meet was 
$93,952,394, as compared to $104,789,404 
for the 81-day meet last year, a decrease of 
10.3 percent. The average per day handle 
of $1,159,906 was also down 10.3 percent 
from the 2015 average of $1,293,696. 

Management also announced Oct. 
19 that Delaware Park and the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
signed a one-year extension to their cur¬ 
rent agreement that ensures 81 days of hve 
racing through 2017. 

“The stabihty and certainty of our next 
season will help us continue the posi¬ 
tive momentum estabhshed last season of 
attracting additional horsemen to Delaware 
so we can continue to offer quahty and 
exciting racing in the highly competitive 
Mid-Atlantic region,” said Kevin DeLucia, 
senior vice president of racing and finance. 

■ The fifth race Oct. 8 was named in 
memory of Bill Moore, Delaware Park’s 
longtime director of player development, 
who died Sept. 26. 

Friends gathered near the winner’s circle 
as Moore’s family presented a plate to the 
connections of NiconeUie, who captured 
the 6-furlong race under Ricardo Chiappe. 

Prior to his two decades at Delaware 
Park, Moore, 69, was the co-host of 
Monday Night Football at Stanley’s Tavern 


near the track where he portrayed the 
wise-cracking prognosticator “Humble 
Howard” alongside Philadelphia Eagles 
legend Bill Bergey. 

“I knew Bill very well,” said Chris Sobo- 
cinski, the track’s director of media rela¬ 
tions. “I actually took over the handicap 
tournament series that he made famous.” 

I Jockey Larry Mejias gave an excellent 
exhibition of riding skiU Oct. 1 when 
he guided home first-time starter CaUing- 
missbrown for trainer Graham Motion 
despite an equipment malfunction. 

The 2-year-old daughter of Pulpit 
was off a bit slowly but then recovered 
and ranged up outside horses going into 
the turn of the 6-furlong maiden special 
weight. Just at that point the left stirrup 
broke, forcing Meijas to take his right foot 
out of the stirrups for balance, and then 
gripped with both his knees while sitting in 
an upright position. 

CaUingmissbrown rallied to take the 
lead approaching the head of the stretch 
and then opened a 2-length advantage. As 
his legs dangled, he went to the whip as 
his lead began to get whittled down by the 
onrushing Double Sharp, but CaUingmiss- 
brown responded and crossed the wire a 
half-length in front, with favored Mine for 
Keeps in third.

He ran as if he were odds-on, 
seizing the lead at the start under Brian 
Pedroza and never looking back, widening 
at every pole to win by 6 lengths in 1:10.48 
for 6 furlongs.

Remarkable comebacks 

Veteran track trainer Glorioso, 

Gait the Great get much-needed score

ait the Great and trainer Ron Glorioso 
were made for each other. 

The 3-year-old filly returned to 
the races less than a year after suffering a 
head injury that could have killed her and 
graduated from the first-level allowance 
ranks with a win at Parx Racing Oct. 2. 
Her 74-year-old trainer and co-owner, the 
first trainer to set up shop at what was then 
Keystone Racetrack in 1974, is recover¬ 
ing from a broken leg suffered in a barn 
accident in October after finally putting 
injuries suffered in a car accident near the 
stable gate three years ago behind him. 

Together, they’re on the road to recov¬ 
ery and much more however. 

'Tve had some good ones over the 
years, like [stakes winners] Lady On Ice 
and You’re Too Special, but Gait the Great 


is one of the nicest I’ve ever had my hands 
on,” said Glorioso, a former Pennsylvania 
state trooper. ‘'After three weeks, I knew 
she had the potential to be the best ever. 
She would work a mile in a gallop in 1:38 
and 1:39, and they’re running races here in 
slower time.” 

Gait the Great won her debut July 27, 
2015, and made two allowance starts (a 
third in December behind Lucy N Ethel 
and a sixth in January at Laurel), “but, 
unfortunately, that accident happened.” 

As Glorioso describes it. Gait the Great 
was injured after a colt on the other side 
of her stall wall decided to try and jump 
it to get to her. In her panic to escape, she 
fractured her skull in several places trying 
to squeeze herself between the webbing 
and side of the stall. 


Rushed to Mid-Atlantic Equine Genter 
in Ringoes, N.J., for treatment. Gait the 
Great did not spark much optimism with 
veterinarians. Survival, rather than a return 
to the races, was the goal and Glorioso 
thought she suffered brain trauma. The 
trainer showed the X-rays of the filly’s skull 
to a veterinarian during an out-of-state trip 
and the vet remarked, “That’s a pretty good 
picture of a dead horse’s head.” 

“He was absolutely shocked when I told 
him that the horse was not only alive, but 
back racing,” Glorioso said. 

The daughter of U S Ranger recovered, 
and returned to the races this summer. Her 
first start after her injury was a 6-furlong 
allowance Aug. 17 at Delaware Park, where 
she finished last, giving Glorioso second 
thoughts about whether she would find the 
winner’s circle again. He stretched her out 
to 7 furlongs in an allowance at Parx Sept. 
19 and she responded with a third over a 
sloppy track. 

The October allowance, at 7 furlongs in 
the mud, had an enriched purse of $81,312 
thanks to the track’s “Fall Festival” promo¬ 
tion. Dismissed at 20-1, Gait the Great 
stalked the pace three wide, then gradually 
wore down leader Hey Braciole in deep 
stretch. The win earned Glorioso and his 
partner Morrissey Racing $45,600, boost¬ 
ing Gait the Great’s career total to $83,095 
from six starts. 

“She won’t ever be back to her full 
potential,” said Glorioso, “but then again, 
nobody thought she’d be back, ever.” 

Gait the Great is the second genera¬ 
tion of her family trained by Glorioso. He 
conditioned her dam, the multiple allow¬ 
ance-winning PetionviUe mare HonorviUe, 
who earned $108,040. Glorioso recently 
purchased Gait the Great’s yearling half- 
brother by Get Stormy, and wiU send him 
to South Garolina this winter for breaking 
and training. 

Glorioso was inducted into the track’s 
Hall of Fame in September and he is a 
board member of the Pennsylvania Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Association. 

■ Trainer Jason Servis has a talented 
3-year-old on his hands in Hot Seat, a 
Maryland-bred son of Unbridled’s Song. 
Bred by Larry Johnson and owned by Gary 
and Mary West, Hot Seat did not start until 
September, but made quite an impression 
at Parx when he broke his maiden Sept. 6 
by I 3 V 2 lengths and won a $79,640 condi¬ 
tional allowance Oct. 11. 

Hot Seat set a solid pace in his debut 
while on the lead early before drawing off

Returning in the allowance at 1 mile and 70 
yards, Hot Seat was equally as impressive. 
He raced just off pacesetter Late Breaking 
News until the top of the stretch, rocketed 
past and opened up down the lane to win 
by 7 lengths. 

Out of stakes winner Grecian Wings, 
Hot Seat was purchased by the Wests for 
$260,000 at the 2014 Keeneland September 
yearling sale, and now has earned $75,600. 
He is a half-brother to graded stakes win¬ 
ner Hard Enough ($351,145) and multiple 
stakes-placed AUwewantforxmas ($211,794). 

■ John Servis, the brother of Jason Servis, 
visited the winner’s circle with several 
good-looking juveniles in October. 

Cash is King’s Old Line Gal, a daughter 
of Stay Thirsty, was a gate-to-wire winner 
Oct. 3 in a $75,000 maiden special weight.

Getting back to work 

Dickinson secures first stakes victory 
since return to training in H.B.P.A.

T he race looked over before the filly 
ever broke from the gate. Suffice it 
to say that it wasn’t the start Michael 
Dickinson hoped for. 

“She leaped at the start, completely 
missed the break and was last,” he said. 

Not only was she last. Minks Aprise was 
17 lengths off the lead at the first point 
of call in the $100,000 H.B.P.A. Stakes 
at Presque Isle Downs Oct. 6. While he 
couldn’t have been thinking it at the time, 
Dickinson still had a few positive things 
going for him and his fiUy 

In her lone prior win in 2016, the 
4-year-old daughter of Northern Afleet 
had been pinched back at the break and 
took up leaving the chute at Golden Gate 
Fields in the Camilla Urso Stakes in March. 
She stiU managed to rally and win by 2% 


lengths. That was at 6 furlongs, whereas 
the H.B.P.A. Stakes was at 1 mile and 70 
yards. 

Dickinson had to also like what he saw 
when the pacesetters in the race clicked off 
contested early splits of :23.34 and :46.61. 
There was pace to run into and Minks 
Aprise was stiU well in hand, having not 
been rushed up after the break by veteran 
Mario Pino. 

“Mario only had the one choice, to play 
the cards he was dealt,” Dickinson said. 
“He was last, stayed last and just came with 
one long run at the end.” 

Minks Aprise circled the field with a six¬ 
wide move turning for home and would 
eventually coast past all of her rivals to 
win in 1:40.74. Augustin Stable’s Valued 
Strike, the 3-1 favorite for trainer Graham 


Motion, finished 2y4 lengths behind in 
second. 

Owned by KMN Racing, Minks Aprise 
picked up her second stakes and fifth 
career victory. She also bumped her career 
earnings to $192,477. 

For Dickinson, the H.B.P.A. Stakes car¬ 
ried added significance. It was his first 
stakes win since retiring from training in 
December 2007, and then returning this 
year. 

“It was marvelous to win a stake, my 
first stake back,” Dickinson said, before 
making it clear that he wouldn’t get overly 
excited about it. “We want to win more 
stakes before we start celebrating.” 

Since stepping away from training near¬ 
ly a decade ago, Dickinson focused primar¬ 
ily on developing his Tapeta Footings syn¬ 
thetic racetrack and training surface. Nine 
training tracks across the world feature 
Tapeta, along with five racetracks. It was 
only fitting that Dickinson’s first stakes win 
back would come at Presque Isle Downs, 
one of the two U.S. racetracks with Tapeta. 

After winning her first stakes race at 
Golden Gate Fields (the other U.S. Tapeta 
track). Minks Aprise posted two disap¬ 
pointing finishes on the West Coast in the 
Great Lady M Stakes-G2 at Los Alamitos 
and the Mizdirection Stakes at Santa Anita 
Park. Following those races, she was 
transferred from the barn of trainer Jerry 
HoUendorfer to Dickinson at his 250-acre 
Tapeta Farm at the top of the Chesapeake 
Bay near North East in Cecil County, Md. 

The filly’s first race with her new 
conditioner was a fourth in the Chicago 
Handicap-G3 in June at Arlington Park, 
won by eventual Presque Isle Downs 
Masters-G2 victor Sarah Sis. Following the 
Chicago Handicap, Minks Aprise shipped 
to Woodbine —a newly fitted Tapeta 
track-and finished seventh in the Ontario 
Matron-G3 going iyi6 miles. 

Dickinson began to have doubts about 
the filly’s ability to cover a route of ground, 
and was left with little reason to think 
differently when Minks Aprise finished 5 
lengths behind in the Steve Pini Memorial 
at Suffolk Downs in September. That was 
another race at 1 Vu miles on the turf 

“It’s been experimental with her,” Dick¬ 
inson said. “As you know, I haven’t had her 
for very long. We had to find out what her 
best distance was going to be.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Carlos Enrique 
Bruno, Minks Aprise is the first foal out 
of the El Prado (Ire) mare Couturier. 
While her sire Northern Afleet has pro¬ 
duced a resume full of class distance

runners — including horses like 2016 
United Nations Stakes-Gl winner World 
Approval—there were still questions about 
Minks Aprise’s ability to go long; that is, 
until her last-to-first going away score in 
the H.B.P.A. 

“She was very impressive in the last fur¬ 
long, really staying,” Dickinson said. 

TURF PRODIGY SHINES 

Cocked and Loaded took trainer Larry 
RiveUi to the Breeders’ Cup last year, finish¬ 
ing fifth in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-G1 
at Keeneland. This year, RiveUi has anoth¬ 
er fuUy loaded colt in his barn, named 
WeUabled. 

UnUke Cocked and Loaded, a $16,000 
yearUng purchase, WeUabled took much 
deeper pockets to acquire. Bred in Ken¬ 
tucky by PTS Ranch, the big bay is by 
Shackleford out of the In Excess (Ire) 
mare Expressive Diva. His physique, com¬ 
bined with the way he worked at this year’s 
OBS April 2-year-olds in training sale, 
prompted RiveUi to buy WeUabled for 
owner Carolyn Wilson for $340,000. 

“He worked :20.2, which is out of this 
world,” RiveUi said. “That was one of the 
most impressive breeze shows I’ve ever 
seen, and I’ve been going there 15 to 20 
years now.” 

WeUabled was even more impressive 
when he made his debut in July. He took 
a maiden special weight by TU lengths at 
ArUngton Park, where RiveUi has been 
based for most of his career. In August, 
the colt was beaten by a head in Saratoga’s 
Skidmore Stakes. He bounced back with 
another dominant win in the ArUngton- 
Washington Futurity-G3. 

Coming off of his first graded stakes 
score, WeUabled entered the $100,000 Fitz 
Dixon Jr. Memorial Juvenile at Presque 
Isle as a heavy favorite. Under E.T Baird, 
WeUabled jumped out to an early lead and 
wired the field in 1:16.75 for 6 V 2 furlongs. 

“He loves the [synthetic] track,” RiveUi 
said. “It was his race to lose and he didn’t 
lose it. Baird said he had a ton of horse left, 
had a lot of gas.” 

It was aU RiveUi could’ve hoped for in 
his budding turf phenom. The conditioner 
was torn between running WeUabled in 
the Fitz Dixon or the Bourbon Stakes-G3, 
going lVi 6 mUes on the grass at Keeneland. 
RiveUi opted for Presque Isle, thinking 
it would be an ideal prep for the 1-mUe 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Turf-Gl. 

“I have this theory, and it might be siUy, 
but I always think the first time you run 


them long, even if they’re not made to go 
long, they wiU run their best race,” RiveUi 
said. “It’s Uke you trick them into running 
good their first long.” 

WeUabled has done just about every¬ 
thing asked of him. Three wins in his first 
four starts earned him $156,200. 

“He’s got a great mind on him,” RiveUi 
said. “He’s a big beautiful horse. He’s got a 
Uttle bit of a funny action if you slow him 
down, he kind of throws one of his legs a 
Uttle bit. But that’s just the horse. He’s just 
an unbeUevable, athletic horse.” 

CONNELLY COASTS 
TO SECOND TRAINING TITLE 

The name Teresa ConneUy might not 
sound famiUar to those not entirely famil¬ 
iar with racing at Presque Isle. Her horses 
don’t often appear in the entries at many 
other tracks, or during any other time of 
the year other than the summer stand at 
Erie, Pa. —and that’s the way ConneUy 
Ukes it. 

For the second year in a row, she cap¬ 
tured the Presque Isle training title by a 
comfortable margin. Her 42 wins were 
nine more than runner-up Ron Potts. Dale 
Capuano finished third with 29. ConneUy 
became the first woman to win a training 
title at Presque Isle last year in just her 
fifth year on her own. Winning again this 
past summer and faU was chaUenging, but 
ConneUy returned with her largest string 


ever-as many as 36 horses-and got the 
job done. 

“Once I won the title the first time, I 
thought, weU I don’t want to be the one- 
hit wonder,’” she said. “I’m going to do it 
back-to-back. Just to show people that if I 
want to do it, I wiU do it.” 

ConneUy, 47, grew up in AnnapoUs, 
Md., and spent a lot of her youth around 
horses. As a senior in high school, she 
crushed her pelvis in an accident whUe 
riding a show horse. Despite spending 
two months in the hospital, she’d decided 
she wanted to become a jockey. So, that’s 
exactly what she did. 

Launching her career as a professional 
jockey in Maryland, ConneUy (riding then 
as Teresa Canary) won 60 races between 
late 1989 and early 1990. She was prepared 
to chaUenge Mark Johnston for the EcUpse 
Award as outstanding apprentice when 
she was beset by another major injury sus¬ 
tained in a spiU. 

ConneUy returned to riding in 1992. She 
spent another six years in the saddle before 
retiring and moving to Florida with her 
husband Ron. The couple bred and raced 
horses, many trained by various condition¬ 
ers up and down the East Coast. As time 
went by, she started to beUeve she could 
get more out of her horses herself 

“I was very disappointed with the 
[trainers’] attitude toward [our] homebreds, 
Uke ‘oh, it’s somebody’s homebred.’ WeU,

they’re my pride and joy,” she said. “When 
I started out at Presque Isle, I took up two 
homebred 2-year-olds and had a banner 
season with both of them.” 

That was 2012. Connelly’s homebred 
Proud Accolade gelding Brezno broke his 
maiden, and finished in the money in two 
other races. Then there was Unflinching, a 
Straight Man filly out of Lucky Cassie—a 
19-race winner frequently ridden by 
ConneUy. Unflinching broke her maiden 
that summer. She won another six races at 
Presque Isle last year, and two more this 
year. 

If there’s one horse ConneUy was espe- 
ciaUy pleased with in 2016, it was Vitium. 
The 7-year-old Pure Prize gelding domi¬ 


nated Presque Isle’s marathon races. He 
won a 2y4-mUe race by 6y4 lengths and a 
2V8-mUe race by 11 lengths. Vitium ended 
the meet with three consecutive victories, 
matching the total wins he’d posted in 38 
prior races. 

“He’s a big, gorgeous gray horse,” 
ConneUy said. “He just commands the 
race. There’s just not that many horses out 
there that can go those ridiculous distances 
anymore. And it’s fun as a trainer to have 
a marathon horse because I think it shows 
the diversity of what I’m capable of” 

As she’s done every year for the past 
five years, ConneUy returned with her 
horses to Ocala after the meet. There, with 
her husband, she owns and runs Endeavor 


Bloodstock training facility. UnUke most 
trainers, ConneUy won’t race through the 
winter and spring. Instead, she’U give her 
horses time off and get them-and her 
young horses-ready to run next summer 
at Presque Isle. 

“People ask me why I don’t train year- 
around. Honestly, it’s because I put so 
much into it. I’m physicaUy there at the 
barn for those five months, every day of 
the week. I do have two smaU chUdren [9 
and 11]. I Uke to come home and have a 
normal Ufe for five months out of the year. 
If you look at the stats, I run more horses 
in the five months up there than most 
people run aU year long anyway. I just cram 
it into a short period of time.” 

ConneUy’s horses made 190 starts at 
Presque Isle in 2016, third most at the 
stand. She won with 22 percent of her 
starters and finished in the top three 49 
percent of the time. 

NOTES: Antonio GaUardo captured the 
riding title for the third consecutive year. 
He posted 148 wins at the meet, 46 more 
than runner-up Pablo Morales. Mario Pino 
and Huber ViUa-Gomez finished in a dis¬ 
tant tie for third with 69 wins each . . . 
Wayne Rice led aU owners with 20 wins, 
one more than The Elkstone Group. Clyde 
Rice and Anthony Ferraro each won 14. #

T rainer Todd Pletcher chose the friend¬ 
ly confines of state-bred company 
at Penn National for the comeback 
race of multiple stakes-placed Tonasah. 
Pletcher found a 6-furlong aUowance Oct. 
5 and sent StarLadies Racing’s 3-year-old 
daughter of MaUbu Moon from his New 
York base. 


The $33,300 race was Tonasah’s first 
start in nearly 10 months, as she was 
shelved foUowing a third last Dec. 17 at 
Aqueduct. She had a promising juvenile 
campaign: breaking her maiden at Belmont 
Park in July at first asking, finishing sec¬ 
ond in the Adirondack-G2 at Saratoga 
and third in the Matron-G2 at Belmont, 


and running second behind ConsteUation 
in the Furlough Stakes in November at 
Aqueduct. 

Tonasah, stabled at Monmouth this 
summer before joining Pletcher’s Belmont 
string, had turned in a series of steady 
workouts at both venues prior to her 
comeback, including a snappy 5-furlong 
breeze in 1:00.88 in late September. 

Accordingly, Penn National handicap- 
pers hammered Tonasah down to 1-10. 

Unfortunately for Tonasah, things 
didn’t quite work out the way her connec¬ 
tions planned. When the gates opened, she 
hobbled, broke to the outside, and then 
bumped with My Juliana. Jockey Clinton 
Potts got her straightened out and she 
zipped to the lead, dueling outside of 
Hopeful Times through the first quarter- 
mile in :22.42, and then with Mineralistic 
who took up the challenge.

Tonasah and Mineralistic ding-donged 
to the wire, with Minerahstic prevaihng by 
a head in 1:10.05. It was 8 lengths back to 
Hopeful Times. 

It was the first victory of the year 
for Minerahstic, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Limehouse trained by Paul McCleUand and 
owned by High Risk Stable. Last year, she 
won or placed in eight of nine starts, while 
this season she finished third three times 
at five tracks prior to her Penn National 
score. 

Based at Delaware Park with McCleUand, 
Minerahstic was bred in Pennsylvania by 
Amy Warren, and broke her maiden last 
October at Delaware Park. She is out of 
the Allen’s Prospect mare Studious, and 
has earned $113,964 from 15 career starts. 

As for Tonasah, she landed in the win¬ 
ner’s circle in her next start, a $64,500 state- 
bred aUowance at Parx Racing Oct. 23. 

■ Lael Stable’s homebred Set for Six took 
a few tries to break her maiden, but once 
she did she was able to foUow it up with an 
off-the-pace aUowance score in GrantviUe 
Oct. 8. 

Trained by Arnaud Delacour, in the 
midst of a career year through the end 
of October with nearly $3.2 mihion in 
purse earnings.

■ The Arrowwood Farm of Tom Coulter 
has produced many homebred winners the 
last few years, including two that won Oct. 
7 and 8. 

The first was Haversack, a 3-year-old 
son of Lite the Fuse who broke his maiden 
in a 6-furlong maiden race Oct. 7. 

It was the seventh Ufetime start for 
Haversack, trained by Rodrigo Madrigal 
Sr., and he dominated five foes by a length 
as the betting favorite under Edwin Gonza¬ 
lez. His dam, the unraced Chief’s Crown 
mare Princess Par, has produced Crown 
Prince, third in the Hawthorne Derby-G3, 
and stakes-placed BeUflower. 

The next day was the 2-year-old 
Orientate filly Item’s turn.

to chaUenge her. She was finaUy able to kick 
clear nearing the eighth pole and went on 
to victory over two other first-time starters. 
Polarized and Peach Alley, who raUied to 
nab second and third, respectively. 

Item, who went on to win the Maryland 
MilUon Lassie Stakes Oct. 22 at Laurel 
Park, is the only foal to race for her dam, 
the winning Cape Town mare Black Coco, 
a homebred who raced for Coulter from 
2009-11. 

Coulter’s Arrowwood Farm was Usted 
as Pennsylvania’s leading breeder through 
Feb. 29, the last date that breeders’ awards 
were calculated before a legislative snafu 
brought the issuance of the awards to a 
halt. 

■ Pennsylvania-based staUion Jump Start 
landed a one-two finish Oct. 14 when 
2-year-old first-time starters, Rodman 
Moorhead Ill’s Downhill Racer and Matt 
Schera’s Heat Dome, crossed the finish line 
in that order. 

Downhill Racer made his debut for 
Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard 
and was ready off a series of steady 
breezes at Delaware Park, although Penn 
National handicappers dispatched him at 
a lukewarm 8-1.

Downhill Racer waited 
in last position, just behind his four rivals, 
along the rail. As the field turned for home.

The two Jump Start colts slugged it out 
to the eighth pole, with Downhill Racer 
taking command and then going on to win 
by 1V2 lengths. 

Downhill Racer was bred by his owner, 
and is out of the stakes-placed Consolidator 
mare Encore Saritta. Sheppard purchased 
the mare in foal to Colonel John at the 
2013 Keeneland January horses of all ages 
sale. Encore Saritta produced a fiUy by 
Munnings this year and she’s the dam of 
a yearling colt by Colonel John named 
Colonel Moorhead. 

■ Mason Dixon Stable’s Buddy’s No Fool 
has been a gritty campaigner the last two 
years, making 13 starts in 2015 and winning 
his 13th start of 2016 the night of Oct. 
20. The 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred son 
of Trust N Luck, trained by Tim Kreiser, 
led nearly every step to annex his first 
allowance, surviving an early duel to shake 
clear down the stretch and come home 4y2 
lengths better than Against the Odds. ^

As good as it gets 

Rawnaq seals steeplechase championship 
with powerhouse score in Grand National

G ray three-button suit, white shirt, 
brown dress shoes, two-tone green 
tie, hands clasped loosely behind 
his back, Cyril Murphy could have been a 
businessman waiting on a train. 

And as it turned out, that’s exactly what 
he was. 

As the trainer watched the American 
Grand National-Gl unfold from far atop 
the hill amid the tailgaters at Far Hills 
Race Course in Far Hills, N.J., Oct. 15, his 
freight train of a horse blasted into the 
station. Owned by Irv Naylor, Rawnaq 


(Ire) turned aside hardy challenges from 
English raiders Sharp Rise (Ire) and Days 
of Heaven (Fr) and finally chief American 
rival Scorpiancer (Ire) to win the $350,000 
stakes by three-quarters of a length. Flown 
in for the ride because of an injury to Jack 
Doyle in September, champion Irish jump 
jockey Ruby Walsh added the U.S. National 
to his victories in the English, Irish, Welsh, 
Scottish and Australian versions. 

The win, worth $210,000, was Rawnaq’s 
third in as many tries this year and clinched 
the 2016 Eclipse Award as champion 


steeplechaser (unless the voters have a 
meltdown) with only a planned start in 
November’s Colonial Cup-Gl on the 
schedule. The son of Azamour (Ire) fur¬ 
ther stamped his credentials for the World 
Hurdle at England’s Cheltenham Festival 
in March. A $500,000 bonus, courtesy of 
the Brown Advisory Iroquois-Cheltenham 
Challenge awaits if he can puU it off 

The Grand National was a more-than- 
suitable appetizer. 

Heavily favored in a field of eight, 
Rawnaq broke sharply and sped down over 
the first three fences along the backside. 
The race started with pressure and tempo, 
and it never stopped. Always key, the final 
run down the backstretch applied plenty of 
heat to an already simmering pot. Rawnaq 
met the race’s 11th fence, the first of three 
along the back, on a long stride. He knifed 
through, low but plenty effective, and 
landed running. The 2 lengths he gained 
put the others on the defensive. Days of 
Heaven, who got loose walking to the 
paddock, cracked first and then Sharp Rise 
backed off Andi’amu (Fr) tried to keep 
pace on the inside. Scorpiancer, mostly 
kept out of the fray up front by Sean 
McDermott, worked into the race.

Rawnaq shows the way early in the American Grand National at Far Hills, his third victory in as many starts this year. 
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“It’s my first ride on the track, I prob¬ 
ably committed plenty soon for a stiff 
track, that might have told a little bit at the 
end. If maybe I had hung on a bit longer 
on the backstretch and into the home turn, 
he probably would have won easier. For 
the track, I probably put it to them a little 
early,” Walsh said. “I just thought I was 
getting a bit tired but I didn’t think the way 
the race was run that there was a horse 
capable of getting to me. It was a strongly 
run race.” 

Still in front into the final turn, Rawnaq 
looked to be in control though Scorpiancer 
was making a run. Rawnaq kicked up the 
hiU toward the last, however. He jumped it 
like he did the rest, and galloped toward the 
finish. To his outside, Scorpiancer trimmed 
the margin, but never really threatened the 
winner while coming up three-quarters of 
a length short after 278 miles in a stakes 
record 4:50 for the Far Hills course. Sharp 
Rise, after dropping back on the final back- 
stretch run, rallied again to finish third. 

“He did what we brought him here to 
do,” Murphy said while walking down the 
hiU afterward. “He puts his head on the 
line and does it. If you want it, you better 
go and take it off him because he’s not giv¬ 
ing it to you. He’ll fight for it.” 

Rawnaq, whose five-start American 
career includes three wins, a second and a 
third—won for the ninth time over fences 
and pushed his career steeplechase earn¬ 
ings to $548,995. He’s 3-for-3 this year, 
with $360,000 earned. 

Murphy won the 2001 Grand National 
aboard Quel Senor (Fr), like Rawnaq a dark 
powerhouse with a the race-course attitude 
of an underdog boxer. 

“All I keep seeing is Quel Senor and 
I thought that then,” said Murphy of 
the first time he saw Rawnaq, who sold 
for $60,000 to Shadwell as a weanling 
in 2007 but washed out of flat racing to 
become part of Irish trainer Matthew 
Smith’s National Hunt yard. “He’s got the 
personality to try. He’s got ability obvi¬ 
ously, but he wants you to come to him and 
make him do it and make it a fight. Plenty 
of horses would have folded today.” 

After two stakes wins in the spring, 
Murphy skipped the summer with Rawnaq 
whose running style suits the spring and 
fall courses more than the racetrack pro¬ 
gram. The trainer scheduled a flat prep at 
Shawan Downs in late September, which 
went fine, but had to scramble to find a 
jockey after Jack Doyle broke his pelvis 
in a fall at Belmont Park. First, Murphy

talked to Paddy Young but the five-time 
American champion was committed to 
taking a shot in the big race with Andi’amu 
from his wife Leslie’s stable. Then Murphy 
started making phone calls. Walsh seemed 
unlikely because Willie MuUins was con¬ 
sidering sending a horse for Far HiUs. 
When those plans changed, Walsh was 
the choice. He’s won 10 Irish champion¬ 
ships and steered home 52 winners at the 
Cheltenham Festival. 

“It was Paul Byrne, who sourced 
Rawnaq for us, that made the telephone 
call,” Murphy said. “It worked out. I guess 
today was a quiet day in Ireland. Once we 
had it organized, we just wanted to be sure 
we weren’t just bringing him over to gallop 
around.” 

Walsh and Rawnaq put that question to 
bed early, and the best jump jockey in the 
world told the trainer so afterward. 

“You had him spot on,” Walsh said. 
“He jumped like a buck.” _

THE REST FROM FAR HILLS 

The richest day in American jump rac¬ 
ing for 2016, Far HiUs offered $700,000 
in total purses with major stops for each 
division. With oversight from the New 
Jersey Racing Commission, the day was 
considered a trial run toward having full 
pari-mutuel wagering in 2017 and another 
big crowd estimated at 35,000 was treated 
to a stellar day of racing. 

■ Timber horse Le Chevalier wears more 
equipment than a hockey player, but the 
uniform is a necessity given his behavior. 


“There’s nothing else we can put on,” 
trainer Julie Gomena said, after her horse 
won the New Jersey Hunt Cup timber 
stakes. Figure-eight noseband. Regular 
noseband. Tongue tie. Cheek pieces. 
Standing martingale. Inside bit burr. Front 
Woof boots. Hind timber bandages. 

Somehow the combination worked, 
giving jockey Mark Beecher enough con¬ 
trol to keep the 7-year-old off the pace for 
most of the $50,000 race. When Beecher 
finally relented and let the son of Broken 
Vow gallop forward, it was over quickly 
as Le Chevalier put away long-time leader 
Puller and drew off to win by 11 lengths. 

Owned by Otter Racing, the Kentucky- 
bred gelding notched his second timber 
score of 2016. In a star-crossed eight-start 
steeplechase career, he fell over hurdles 
twice for Bill Wofford. Over timber, he’s 
speckled his career with comments ranging 
from stumbled to ducked out to hit fence 
to lost rider. All those blips were stymied at 
Far HiUs as Beecher kept the lid on the pot 
long enough to dominate five rivals. 

Beecher is happy to have the equip¬ 
ment. 

“Julie Gomena was a good enough 
event rider, she knows what she’s doing,” 
Beecher said. “I schooled him this year in 
Aiken, I went about 2 mUes around the old 
racecourse and came to the second-to-last, 
I said, 'Now, I can relax,’ leaned a little bit 
forward, he smacked me, boom, clean in 
the head, nearly knocked me off I was like, 
'Julie, I’ve got to do something about his 
head.’ ” 

Beecher parked Le Chevalier fourth on 
the inside as the field went under the wire 
for the first time. By the second time, he 
had puUed his way to second, head rock- 
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ing side to side, up and down as Beecher 
adjusted his hands like he was juggling 
squirrels. By the third time under the wire, 
Le Chevalier had begun to win the battle, 
inching closer in second. The fourth time 
was the finish of the 3y4-mile race. 

“He’s tough. He’s just tough. He has 
more jump than anything I’ve ridden, but 
when he sees it, it’s like he wants to eat the 
bloody thing, you’re like, 'No, come here.’ 
He had one iffy one down the back and I 
was nearly gone off him,” Beecher said. 
“He’s relentless. I feel like a monkey on his 
back, if anyone was watching this and you 
said this fellow is a rider, or a jockey, they’d 
laugh at you, all you’re doing is wrestling 
with him.” 

■ Forget aU that “little horse that could” 
stuff Get Ready Set Goes can run, it 
doesn’t matter if she’s part of a one-horse 
stable, an Ohio-bred, a 4-year-old filly 
taking on her elders and a rare Kentucky- 
based steeplechaser. It also doesn’t mat¬ 
ter that her owner is also her trainer, van 
driver, groom and hotwalker. 

At the Far Hills Races in New Jersey, 
Get Ready Set Goes caught favorite One 
Lucky Lady (GB) in the stretch to win 
the $50,000 Peapack Stakes for owner/ 
trainer HiU Parker. Ridden by Richard 
Boucher, the daughter of Run Away and 
Hide stalked the favorite early, let Lady 
Yeats (GB) make a play for the lead down 
the backstretch and prevailed in the stretch 
to score by three-quarters of a length. One 
Lucky Lady finished second with Ivy MiUs 
a half-length back in third. With her third 
consecutive win. Get Ready Set Goes ran 
her seasonal earnings total to $94,500 to 
take the division lead. 

Parker, who bypassed the win photo 
to walk his horse back to the barn, was 
overjoyed. 

“I feel so lucky, I feel so lucky, God it’s 
just been amazing,” he said. “To just do 
this as my hobby and to have this horse? 
It’s spectacular. I would do this anyway, but 
to have her is unbelievable.” 

■ Virginians Jimmy and Emily Day tend to 
finish each other’s sentences. After 27 years 
of marriage, it’s natural. Whether it’s about 
horses, owners, races or kids, one of them 
starts a thought and the other finishes it.

McDermott switched his whip to his left 
hand as Officer’s Oath drifted left briefly, 
flew the last and drew off to win by 2 
lengths over Popcastle in a repeat of their 
1-2 finish at Shawan Downs in September. 

Officer’s Oath won twice on the flat, 
taking a restricted maiden at Charles Town 
as a 2-year-old while trained by OUie 
Figgins and a restricted allowance there in 
June. In between, he made a flat start at the 
Virginia Gold Cup in May, finishing fourth 
against older Virginia-breds. Officer’s Oath 
improved to 4-for-9 in his career. 


■ Special Skills left no doubt in the 
$100,000 Foxbrook Champion at Far Hills. 
Trained by Jack Fisher for Sheila Williams 
and Northwood Stable, the 6-year-old held 
off stablemate Ice It by a half-length after 
2V2 miles. Paddy Young rode the winner, 
whose season included a Saratoga win and 
got even better with another novice stakes 
win at Callaway Gardens Nov. 5. The son 
of Bernstein won two hurdle races late last 
year after a dozen starts-including a third 
in the Grade 3 Pilgrim—on the flat for 
trainer Alan Goldberg.

TOP STRIKER SCORES 
IN FERGUSON 

Arch Kingsley smiled, moments after 
Top Striker won the Zeke Ferguson 
Memorial at the International Gold Cup 
meet in The Plains, Va., Oct. 15. “That was 
sweet,” the Camden, S.C.-based condition¬ 
er said as peers slapped him on the back. 

It wasn’t as much elation as it was sat¬ 
isfaction after Sue and George Sensor’s 
7-year-old earned a deserving Grade 2 
score. Ridden by Paddy Young, Top Striker 
settled near the back of the eight-horse 
field before rallying to beat Charminster 
by 2V2 lengths. 

Bred in Maryland by Sycamore Hall 
Farm, Top Striker snapped a losing streak 
dating to the novice stakes at Callaway 
Gardens in 2014. He missed all of 2015 
and returned this year, earning checks in 
the Temple Gwathmey, David Semmes, 
Valentine and two handicap hurdle tries at 
Saratoga. 

Sent off third choice in the competitive 
field—seven of the eight horses ranged 
from 3-1 to 7-1—Top Striker earned his 
fourth career hurdle win while being rid¬ 
den by the five-time champion jockey for 
the first time. The son of Van Nistelrooy 
is out of the Cozzene mare Two’s Cozy, a 
half-sister to Grade 1 winner and recent 
$900,000 sales mare lUuminant. 

■ Neil Morris and Kieran Norris domi¬ 
nated the rest of the card, sweeping 
three jump races and a flat race. The duo 
turned a natural hat trick winning the sec¬ 


ond division of the maiden with Gillian 
Johnston’s Ack Feisty, the steeplethon with 
Sara Collette’s homebred Zanclus and the 
allowance hurdle with Thomas Hulfish’s 
Formidable Heart. Mutasaawy finished it 
off, taking the $45,000 open flat for Path 
Finder Racing. Norris went one more, 
taking a $30,000 flat with Timber Town 
Stable’s New Saloon for trainer Madison 
Meyers, to officially sweep half the 10-race 
card. 

NOTES: While Irv Naylor (owner) and Jack 
Fisher (trainer) were running away with divi¬ 
sional championships, the race for champion 
jockey was tighter than George Costanza’s 
wallet. Jack Doyle won 11 to build a big lead 
in the spring and summer, but finally yielded 
in October as Kieran Norris reached 13 
with one week to go in the season. Five-time 
champion Paddy Young (12 wins) snuck 
into the race with four wins Oct. 28 and 
was just ahead of Sean McDermott (11) 
and Ross Geraghty (10). . . Maryland-bred 
Longing to Travel, bred by Howard and 
Sondra Bender, broke through with the first 
win of his life in a maiden hurdle at Aiken 
Oct. 29. Pennsylvania-bred Pram, bred by 
Bill Pape and Jonathan Sheppard, won a 
maiden hurdle at Aiken. West Virginia-bred 
Canyon Road won an allowance timber at the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup Nov. 5 for owner/ 
breeder Gordonsdale Farm and trainer Chris 
Kolb. . . In early November racing, Naylor’s 
Ebanour (Ire) won the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup timber stakes for trainer Cyril Murphy 
and jockey Darren Nagle.

Phipps/Janney-bred develops into timber star for Reuwer

T urf.. .long...slow.. .gelding - for most 
potential buyers at a 2-year-old sale 
those comments force a turning of 
the page. For Marylanders Trae and Don 
Reuwer Jr., those comments were the 
reason to dog-ear the page and charge into 
the Timonium sales pavilion. Back in 2011 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s May sale, 
the son and father purchased a turf-bred, 
stamina-laden, slow-working gelding for 
$25,000 from NiaU Brennan’s consignment. 

Five years later. Grand Manan has 
developed into the most dynamic timber 
horse in American jump racing, winning 
three in a row including a front-running 
tour de force in the International Gold 
Cup at Great Meadow in The Plains, Va., 
Oct. 22. 

“It was to basically buy a steeplechase 
horse that’s for sure,” Don Reuwer said. 
“My son and I picked him out of the cata¬ 
logue as a potential grass horse, lucky for 
us, he worked kind of slow. There wasn’t 
a great deal of interest, I thought it was 
a steal.” 

For four years, it looked like Brennan 
had made the theft as Grand Manan went 
winless in five starts on the flat, flunked 
out of the foxhunting program at Reuwer’s 
Pleasant Prospect Farm in western Howard 
County and wound up in steeplechasing as 
a last chance or laster resort. This faU, the 
son of Giant’s Causeway, bred by Stuart 
Janney III and Phipps Stable, improved his 
timber record to 5-for-7 for trainer BiUy 
Meister. It’s a far cry from a flat career 
that ended at O-for-5 despite being a full- 
brother to $700,000 earner and Grade 1 
winner Carriage Trail. 

For Reuwer, master of Howard County 
and Iron Bridge Foxhounds, it has been a 
long, slow-shocking-process. 


“I’ve had enough racehorses to know 
that the odds of getting a good one are 
between slim and none and usually slim 
is out of town,” Reuwer said. luck, 

you know? Just luck. It happens once in a 
lifetime, I guess.” 

The Reuwers bought Grand Manan and 
another 2-year-old, Power Seeker, in 2011. 
Power Seeker failed to reach his reserve at 
$4,000, the Reuwers bought him after the 
sale. He went O-for-10 on the flat, came 
back to Pleasant Prospect and Trae hunts 
the son of Seeking the Best. Grand Manan 
was meant to take the same route, until 
farm manager Dale Proctor, the Ruewers, 
heck anybody who was near him, learned 
that foxhunting was not on the table. 

Asked if he ever hunted Grand Manan, 
Reuwer laughed. 

“Oh, no, I value my life too much to do 
that. You know a lot of these horses are 
high strung, he’s just bred that way, he’s 
a handful,” Reuwer said. “Trae took the 
other horse, he whips off him. That horse 
is a 180-degree different horse. He’s fast 
but he cooperates, he listens.” 

Proctor suggested sending Grand 
Manan to Meister. 

“Billy Meister’s the man, he can handle 
crazy horses,” she told Reuwer. 

Meister, who retired from riding races 
in 2014 after 22 rides in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, has built a reputation for rec¬ 
lamation projects. He’s never done better 
work. 

Grand Manan didn’t make a sanctioned 
start from his final flat race, for an $8,000 
maiden-claiming tag, at Laurel Park in 
2012 until winning the novice timber at 
Fair Hill in 2015. 

“It’s very rewarding for a trainer who 
doesn’t get the high-end horses. He had 


four screws missing when I got him. We 
hunted him, that was an adventure, then 
he cut his hind ankle and got his liver out 
of whack and almost died, then he came 
back last spring and just keeps getting bet¬ 
ter,” Meister said, minutes after winning 
the Gold Cup. “He was relaxed today, he 
was settled the whole way which made the 
jumps right, he usually beats himself up so 
much at the jumps. Maturing and settling. 
I’ve put this horse in certain places because 
I can’t run him that often because of his 
brain. He’s getting it.” 

This year, the 7-year-old out of the 
Seeking the Gold mare Manoa finished 
fifth in the My Lady’s Manor timber stakes 
but won his next three-an open tim¬ 
ber dead heat at Willowdale in May, the 
Genesee Valley Hunt Cup Oct. 8 and then 
the Gold Cup. 

In the 3y2 miles of the International 
Gold Cup, Grand Manan listened to jockey 
Darren Nagle well enough to gallop relent¬ 
lessly and run flawlessly, opening an easy 
lead and making it stand, strolling to a 
7-length score over 2016 timber champion 
Two’s Company (Ire). 

“He’s got a soft mouth, if you try to rate 
him, he’s going to fight you the whole way 
and wear himself out,” Reuwer said. “He 
finally knows what he wants to do and is 
enjoying what he’s doing, it took him a 
long time to figure it out and he’s having a 
grand old time now.” 

Grand Manan finished the season rid¬ 
ing a three-race win streak, earning a cool 
$82,950 in four starts. 

He’s come a long way from that 2-year- 
old sale. 

“The G Man, he’s been something else,” 
Reuwer said. “He really loves what he’s 
doing, that’s what makes it so special.” I 
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A full-brother to major flat winner 
Carriage Trail, Grand Manan soars a timber 
fence while leading the International Gold Cup 
for jockey Darren Nagle.

U nfettered, a multiple 
stakes winner from the 
well-known Maryland 
family of millionaire Little 
Bold John, has been retired to 
stand at November Hill Farm, 
Maria Vorhauer’s new venture 
in Chestertown, Md. The gray 
6-year-old horse, owned by 
Bode Miller, will stand for 
$2,500 live foal, payable when 
the foal stands and nurses, with 
special consideration to 
approved mares. 

Unfettered is one of 33 
stakes winners to date for 


Rockport Harbor, who before 
his death in 2013 at the age of 
11 sired the likes of Canadian 
champion 2-year-old filly 
and Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
FiHies-Gl winner Ria Antonia 
and millionaires Majestic 
Harbor and Rise Up. 

An earner of $209,516, 
Unfettered accounted for four 
stakes wins over four years 
while racing exclusively in the 
southwest. During his 3-year- 
old season he won the 6-fur¬ 
long Norgor Thoroughbred 
Derby at Ruidoso Downs after 


taking the SunRay Park and 
Casino Handicap at 1 mile. 

Twice stakes-placed at 4, he 
returned at 5 to win Sunland 
Park’s BiU Thomas Memorial 
Stakes in a time of 1:13.77 
for 6/6 furlongs, .32 seconds 
off the track record.

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Gr. 1 winner Dancing Rags 
delivers Breeders’ Cup 
moment for DiPietro

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David DiPietro's accom¬ 
plishments as a breeder prior 
to the start of October were 
nothing to scoff at, especially 
considering what the Owings 
Mills resident was able to do 
with a small broodmare band 
that typically amounts to only 
a handful. 

DiPietro, a member of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association board of direc¬ 
tors and former president of 
Maryland Million Ltd., bred 
two Maryland Million win¬ 
ners and other stakes winners 
while only owning a handful 
of mares at any point. He'd 
owned a graded stakes win¬ 
ner-the Unbridled's Song 
filly Rare Gift campaigned in 
partnership with George Bol¬ 
ton and the first horse DiPietro 
ever bought-but hadn't bred 
one, never mind breeding a 
Grade 1 winner. 

Dancing Rags, a daughter 
of classic winner Union Rags 
out of DiPietro's Storm Cat 
mare Home Court, changed 
all that Oct. 7 when she upset 
the $400,000 Darley Alcibia- 
des Stakes-Gl at Keeneland 
Race Course in Lexington, Ky. 

"It was a real thrill," DiPi¬ 
etro said in early November, 
more than a month removed 
from the victory and with 


Dancing Rags' run in the 14 
Hands Winery Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile Fillies-Gl still fresh 
in his memory. "That being 
a Win and You're In race, the 
fact that she won sort of sus¬ 
pended the commotion and 
the celebration, extended it, 
whatever you want to call 
it, heading into the Breeders' 
Cup. 

"Her winning at Keeneland 
though was quite a thrill and 
I feel like most people when 
things go well in this business, 
it's as much good fortune as 


anything else. But it doesn't 
make it any less enjoyable, 
that's for sure." 

DiPietro, who received a 
$10,000 bonus for breeding 
the winner of a Breeders' Cup 
Challenge race, went to Santa 
Anita to cheer on the filly who 
finished eighth. 

"It's been great," he said 
a few minutes after the race. 
"You always want them to run 
better, but I'm proud of her. 
They really take care of you 
out here. It's been a great ex¬ 
perience." 













DiPietro's enjoyment of racing goes 
back to his early teenage years growing 
up in Harford County and getting the op¬ 
portunity to see some of the sport's best 
compete in the second jewel of the Triple 
Crown. 

"I was a real fan of horse racing as a 
kid. I'm not sure what prompted that," 
DiPietro said. "I was 13 when Secretari¬ 
at won the Triple Crown. My aunt was a 
bookkeeper at Pimlico part-time. She was 
an accounting professor but a bookkeep¬ 
er there during the meet and she used to 
get me passes on Preakness Day. Being a 
young kid and able to spend the whole 
day there, wander around, that was 
great." 

DiPietro's exposure to horses went 
beyond days at the racetrack. He worked 
at boarding farms near his home while 
growing up and rode show horses before 
embarking on a successful career as an in¬ 
vestment banker. 

He didn't make the plunge into Thor¬ 
oughbred racing until the early 2000s 
when, after seeing the success of and get¬ 
ting advice from his longtime friend and 
colleague Bolton, invested in Rare Gift. 

A $330,000 purchase at the 2002 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga sale as a year¬ 
ling, Rare Gift won three of 14 starts for 
the partnership of Bolton, DiPietro and 
Roger Honour. She won the 2004 Ladies 
Handicap-G3 and placed in six other 
graded stakes. 

"For sure we had some true beginners 
luck," DiPietro said. "We had a good run 
with her for a couple years. That was 
my first experience in racing and it was 
almost too good to be true for a horse to 
turn out that well." 

The success of Rare Gift led to more 
investments with Bolton and eventually 
DiPietro was involved with a group of 
partners that formed the Maryland Stal¬ 
lion Station in Butler. 

That investment led DiPietro to pur¬ 
chase broodmares to support the stallion 
operation, which opened in 2003 and 
closed in 2008. One of the first mares 
DiPietro bought was the then 3-year-old 
Runaway Groom filly To the Chapel, pur¬ 
chased for $15,000 at Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber. Bred to Outflanker her first season. 
To the Chapel produced eventual stakes- 
placed winner My Little Josie. Her sec¬ 
ond foal, the Jazz Club gelding Juke Joint, 
won the 2008 Maryland Million Nursery 
and was Pennsylvania-bred champion 

2- year-old male. 

Another productive mare early on 
was Sally Q, a daughter of Norquestor 
who produced seven winners bred or 
co-bred by DiPietro including 2010 Mary¬ 
land Million Sprint winner and Grade 

3- placed Jack On the Rocks. 


"He's another one I sold for very little 
money," DiPietro said, referring to the 
son of Outflanker's $18,000 price at the 
2006 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall yearling 
sale. "I bred him with my friend Herb 
May and he ended up starting 70 times 
and earning more than $460,000. Talk 
about a durable horse. Even though I 
didn't own him, the year he won the 
Maryland Million was quite a thrill. I was 
president of the Maryland Million at the 
time, so that very memorable." 

The successes at the regional lev¬ 
el, which also included breeding stakes 
winner Letmeaskuaquestion and stakes- 
placed winner Green Wave Girl, eventu¬ 
ally led DiPietro to improve his breeding 
stock. He met Kentucky bloodstock agent 
Larkin Armstrong through a mutual 
friend and the two went to work on buy¬ 
ing some mares at Keeneland. 

One of the first mares purchased was 
Home Court, a Grade 3-placed daugh¬ 
ter of champion Jewel Princess who had 
modest success despite being mated with 
the likes of Gone West, Unbridled's Song, 
Bernardini, Street Sense and Curlin in her 
first five matings. DiPietro bought her in 
foal to champion Lookin At Lucky for 
$110,000 at the 2012 Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale, two months after Rick Porter's 
Fox Hill Farm bought a Tapit colt out of 
Home Court for $300,000 at Keeneland 
September. 

He went on to be Coup de Grace, a 
multiple graded stakes winner who 
earned $494,160 and the mare's first 
stakes winner. Home Court produced a 
foal by Lookin At Lucky the following 
spring, but the colt died around the time 
he was weaned. 

DiPietro bred Home Court to Union 
Rags, hoping to add a bit more leg to 
the resulting foal and in late February 

2014 at Shamrock Farm in Woodbine, 
she produced a bay filly. DiPietro sold 
the filly as a yearling for $80,000 at the 

2015 Keeneland September sale and she 
ended up racing for Chadds Ford Stable, 
which campaigned Union Rags to victory 
in the 2012 Belmont-Gl and 2011 Cham- 
pagne-Gl, after owner Phyllis Wyeth 
bought her for $210,000 at this year's OBS 
March sale of 2-year-olds. 

Even though he prefers to keep fillies 
to race and eventually add to his small 
broodmare band, DiPietro sells some of 
his mare's offspring to recoup some or all 
of his investment. 

In addition to Dancing Rags, DiPiet¬ 
ro sold a yearling colt by Tiznow out of 
Home Court this year. Originally an RNA 
for $70,000 at Keeneland September, the 
colt with a significant update thanks to his 
half-sister's Grade 1 triumph on Opening 
Day at Keeneland brought $125,000 at the 


Fasig-Tipton Kentucky October yearling 
sale. 

"At Keeneland our expectations were 
high so the RNA was a little bit of a set¬ 
back, a surprise," DiPietro said. "I didn't 
know what would happen with the up¬ 
date. It wasn't a blow-away windfall but 
a big improvement. At some point you've 
got to figure enough people have seen 
this horse and formulated an opinion that 
the market is the market and that's what 
he's worth. We got him sold. I have not 
typically been in the business of hanging 
on and racing colts. If it had been a filly I 
might have had a different approach. 

"I'm primarily breeding these horses 
to sell them. The initial objective is to get 
money back, or as much as possible and 
then think about keeping fillies. It will be 
nice to get a filly out of Home Court, es¬ 
pecially as she gets older. She's in foal to 
Constitution now and I know she's carry¬ 
ing a colt, so that won't happen next year 
and I'll most likely sell him." 

DiPietro said he hasn't completely fi¬ 
nalized breeding plans for Home Court 
for 2017, although the stallion he's got in 
mind for the 15-year-old mare isn't that 
much of a stretch. 

"The obvious thing is to go back to 
Union Rags," he said. "That would be 
the most likely scenario. The other excit¬ 
ing thing related to Dancing Rags, which 
I didn't realize until a couple days later, 
because Darley sponsored the Alcibia- 
des they threw in a free season to Ani¬ 
mal Kingdom to both the owner and the 
breeder of the winning horse. The Darley 
folks called to say congratulations ... and 
at the end of the call said, 'by the way, as 
the breeder you get a season.' 

"We have a mare at Michael Harrison's 
farm that I claimed, Ann Merryman no¬ 
ticed that the sister to Ben's Cat named 
Bens Kin was running in a race on La¬ 
bor Day at Timonium two years ago for 
$30,000. She said, look, there are no banks 
open, there aren't going to be many peo¬ 
ple looking, if you want to put some mon¬ 
ey in your account you can try and claim 
this filly, she's not going to have much of 
a career on the racetrack but she's a Dance 
With Ravens half to Ben's Cat. Like Ben's 
Cat she's very attractive. So we picked 
her up, sent her down to Lane's End and 
Noble Mission. She foaled this January, 
during a snowstorm, a filly. She's back in 
foal to Seville (Ger), but I think she'll go 
to Animal Kingdom. That's a real treat to 
get a freebie to a horse that should fit her 
well." ^

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 

Maryland-bred champion 
Kiss to Remember wins Grade 2 


]N^yron Miller's Kiss to 
Remember, the 2015 Mary¬ 
land-bred champion older fe¬ 
male, recorded her first stakes 
victory since July 2015 with a 
determined stretch run in 
Churchill Downs' $200,000 
Chilukki Stakes-G2 Nov. 5. It 
was the first graded win of the 
5-year-old Big Brown mare's 
career, and boosted her earn¬ 


ings to $756,191. Two nights 
later, she was offered at 
Fasig-Tipton's elite The No¬ 
vember Sale-the last horse in 
the ring, she was sold to J S 
Company Ltd. for $500,000. 

In the Chilukki, her sev¬ 
enth career win, and fourth in 
stakes company. Kiss to Re¬ 
member faced seven rivals, 
including 2015 Maryland-bred 


champion 3-year-old filly 
Mayla. The younger champi¬ 
on set the pace before fading 
and finishing fifth. Kiss to Re¬ 
member gained the lead at the 
top of the stretch under Joe 
Rocco Jr. and held off 
even-money favorite Birdat- 
thewire to win by a head. 

Bred in Maryland by 
Charles and Cynthia Mc- 
Ginnes and Big Brown Syndi¬ 
cate, Kiss to Remember was 
purchased privately by Robert 
and Myron Miller midway 
through her 2015 season and 
joined the barn of Florida- 
based trainer Marty Wolfson. 
Kiss to Remember had previ¬ 
ously campaigned for Maggi 
Moss, for whom trainer Tom 
Amoss spent $50,000 to claim 
her out of her second start in 
December 2013 at Fair 
Grounds. She became a stakes 
winner for Moss two starts lat¬ 
er in Fair Grounds' Battle of 
New Orleans Stakes, then 
added the Pago Hop Stakes 



that December. Kiss to Re¬ 
member won the Monroe 
Handicap at Gulfstream Park 
for the Millers last July. 

Out of the stakes-winning 
Irish Open mare Taft Lil 
Queen, Kiss to Remember is a 
half-sister to El Viento (by El 
Corredor), 2005 champion im¬ 
ported 2-year-old colt in Puer¬ 
to Rico as well as co-champion 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
male, stakes winner For Roy¬ 
alty and stakes-placed The 
Prince. For Royalty is the dam 
of multiple stakes winner 
Constellation, while another 
half-sister Kiss the Breeze is 
the dam of stakes winner Kiss 
the Daddy. ^ 


Maryland Horse Breeders moving 
to Goucher College 


The Board of Directors of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association is very 
pleased to announce that the head¬ 
quarters of the MHBA will move to the 
Goucher College campus in Towson by 
the end of 2016.

Mares-bred numbers 
increase for 2016 


IVlaryland was one of 
two states ranked in the top 10 
to see an increase of mares 
bred in 2016. A total of 913 
mares were bred in Maryland 
in 2016 compared to 788 in 
2015, an increase of 15.86 per¬ 
cent, even with a slight de¬ 
crease in number of stallions 
reported (32 stallions in 2016 
compared to 36 in 2015). The 
only other state to have an in¬ 
crease was Kentucky, up by 
1.73 percent. 

The Jockey Club Report of 
Mares Bred (RMB) is based on 
RMBs received through Oct. 
15. In North America, 1,423 
stallions covered 33,746 mares 
this year. Based upon histori¬ 
cal reporting trends. The Jock¬ 
ey Club estimates an addition¬ 
al 2,000 to 3,000 mares will be 
reported as bred during the 
2016 breeding season. 

Nationally, the number of 
stallions declined 1.8 percent 
from 1,449 reported at this 
time in 2015, and the number 
of mares bred decreased 2.5 
percent from 34,627 reported 
last year. 


Of the top 10 ranked states/ 
provinces, Maryland stallions 
were second by average num¬ 
ber of mares bred with 28.5 
mares/ stallion. Kentucky 
maintained the top spot (78.2). 
New York (27.5), Florida (25.8) 
and Ontario (20.0) rounded 
out the top five. 

Three Maryland stallions 
standing their first season 
were among the busiest in the 
state. Golden Lad, a son of 
Medaglia d'Oro standing at 
Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, led with 104 
mares. Also in Chesapeake 
City, Heritage Stallion's Bour¬ 
bon Courage and Imagining 
covered 79 and 76 mares, re¬ 
spectively. Heritage's sec¬ 
ond-year stallion, Seville 
(Ger), ranked second with 84 
mares. Country Life Farm's 
2015 leading freshman and 
2-year-old sire, Friesan Fire, 
covered 83 mares at the Bel Air 
farm. Also covering more than 
50 mares were Country Life 
Farm's Super Ninety Nine (72) 
and Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion's Great Notion (65). ^

Down, a winning daughter of 
Polish Numbers bred by Tom 
and Chris Bowman. Not For 


Love and Polish Numbers 
made their entire stud careers 
at Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City. 


Cathryn Sophia, also con¬ 
signed by Taylor Made, sold 
to Tom Ryan of SF Bloodstock 
for $1.4 million. The winner of

SjJirit of Cfiristmas j>ast 
at MerryCancCfarm

T he sales summaries were brief and to the point. They 
stated simply that hip number 173, the 7-year-old bay mare 
Star Rhythm, by The Rhymer—Even Star, by Dauber, from the 
consignment of the Estate of Danny Shea, was purchased 
by O. Eckenrode for $1,100. 

Hundreds at ringside at the 1960 Maryland 
Eall sale at Timonium witnessed the drama, 
but few knew what to make of it. 

There was elbow nudging and a 
general air of puzzlement when the 
elderly gentleman who led Star 
Rhymer up to the sales ring refused 
to surrender her to the white-coated 
Earl Phelps, who was to show her 
while the bidding was in progress. 

The old man petted and talked to the 
mare, reassuring her as she circled 
slowly before prospective buyers. 

When the announcer John Einney 
had finished reading pertinent 
pedigree information and stating the 
mare's breeding status, auctioneer Laddie 
Dance looked down at the old man and 
asked, "What are you doing here?" 

"You'll see," was the reply. Dance shrugged his 
shoulders, pounded the gavel and began his chant, 
asking for an opening bid. 

"Eive hundred," chirped the man at the end of the shank. A 
counterbid of $600 followed; the old man came back with $700. 
Erom the other side of the ring a bid of $750 was recognized. 
The old man stroked the mare, then raised the ante to $800. On 
it went to $1,100. There the bidding hung. 

Dance cast a furtive glance around the ring, then banged his 
gavel down in finality. At this, the old man-an ex-cavalryman 
know simply as "Eckie"-sighed in relief and threw his arms 
around the mare's neck, hugging her. Star Rhymer was his! 

The old eyes were young again now; they were those of a 
child filled with the wonderment of a Christmas morning, 
brimming with delight and expectation. 

Moved, the crowd applauded as Eckie strode jubilantly 
from the ring. Instinctively the audience realized the vignette it 
had just witnessed was born of love and devotion. 

Eckie, whose formal name was Oliver Eckenrode, is now 
with the dust. He was a kind, gentle man of simple tastes. He 
gave 21 of his 60 years to government service in the cavalry 
and another 15 or so to the Shea family's Merryland Earm. 

What was behind the special attachment Eckenrode had for 
Star Rhymer? we asked. 

"Well, you see," he began in a soft voice that belied his long 
campaign as a cavalryman, "1 first met the late Mr. Shea when 
we were serving at Eort Reno, Okla. He was a captain in charge 
of the Thoroughbred stallions and mares. 1 came here to work 
for him after the war. Over the years we talked a good bit about 


the mares and he once told me that there were two mares he 
always wished to keep. One was Snow Jet and the other was 
Star Rhymer. 

'Mrs. Shea [now Betty Miller, longtime treasurer of the 
MHBA] and Danny Jr. bought Snow Jet after the 
captain died; Star Rhymer was put in the sale. 1 
just couldn't see her going to anyone else, 
so on the night of the sale when Mrs. 

Shea came down to the barn to say 
goodbye to the horses that were to be 
sold, 1 told her that 1 wanted to lead 
Star Rhymer into the ring. 

" 'Perhaps it would be best if you 
said goodbye to her now,' she 
suggested. No, 1 said. I'm not going 
to say goodbye to her-I'm going to 
buy Star Rhymer. 1 'folded' her and 
raised her at Merryland, and 
Merryland is where she belongs." 
Eckie had gone to the bank that 
morning to withdraw $2,000. And woe 
betide the man whose bid might exceed 
the limits of the old campaigner's life 
vings! 

Star Rhymer, in foal to the home stallion 
Elaming Eleet, didn't race due to knee trouble. As she 
stood in the Timonium sales ring she was worth only $1,050 to 
anyone else, but to Oliver Eckenrode she was worth every 
penny he had ever saved. Eckenrode's dearest friends were 
God's creatures. To best appreciate the unusual bond between 
this kindly old gentleman and his wards it was necessary to 
visit Merryland at Christmastime. 

Slip back in time to a December evening more than 30 years 
ago and be renewed... 

Even before Eckie puts his weight behind the heavy door of 
the broodmare barn and slides it open, strains of "The Eirst 
Noel" fill the frosty air. Inside, the aisle way of the 225-foot barn 
is festooned with garlands of spruce. Not so much as a single 
straw is on the floor. 

The top half of each of the 28 stall doors is covered with 
bright holiday gift wrapping paper. In the center of each is a 
large snowflake or sunburst design in silver and gold. Spruce 
boughs and sprigs of holly complete the framework. 

Hanging below these from red ribbons are greeting cards 
addressed to the tenant of each stall. One bears the message: 

"To Snow Jet, from your boy friend Manuelito." Another, on the 
barren mare's stall door, reads: "To Pop-Bottle-Hope to see you 
soon, "^River War." 

On the doors of the weanlings' stalls are greetings from their 
dams. 

Overhead, strings of gaily-colored lights cross and criss¬ 
cross the timbers. Bells, with bulbs for clappers, blink on and 
off. At the far end of the barn small Christmas trees are in place 




by the corners of the record player. Carolers' voices fill the air. 
The mares, their heads hanging over the stall doors, nod in 
response. 

This barn is Eckie's home. His room is at the north end of 
the barn, adjoining the stall now tenanted by the mare White 
Poppy. It used to be a tack or feed room; now it is a place for a 
bone-weary old man to lay down his body to rest in solitude. 
Small and humbly furnished, the room is as warm as its tenant, 
and tells much about him. 

On the TV console stands a framed photograph of a 
distinguished-looking elderly couple: Eckie's parents, both 
deceased after full lives. Here, too, are greeting cards from 
friends who share Eckie's love of all creatures, great and small. 

On a small dresser is a photograph of Danny Shea, as a 
Remount captain. Also, there is an open box, containing a 
flannel shirt, presumably a Christmas present. 

Over Eckie's cot a shelf holds a row of silver-and gold- 
colored horse figures aligned in a "parade front" formation. 
Photographs of a mounted Danny Shea clearing a high jump, 
of Turbine, and other Merryland-breds brighten the walls. 

Watching a visitor admire a photograph of a well-turned- 
out horse is Eckie, happy that he has found someone with 
whom to share his special joy. 

Eckie had no immediate family ties. His friends were the 
horses on whom he lavished affection. At this visit he had been 




decorating the Merryland broodmare barn each Yuletide season 
for eight years-all at his own expense. Work began December 
18 and remained in place until January 8. Why did he arrange 
such a moving display? 

"Well," he pondered for a moment, "for a great many years 
churches the world over have been decorated at Christmastide. 
That's all as it should be, understand, but I think it's only 
fitting and proper that the spirit of the season should also be 
observed at the place of its origin-the stable." 

With each passing year Eckie's display grew and attracted 
new visitors. And, of course, old friends kept coming back. 
Some 500 persons already had trooped through the Merryland 
broodmare barn at the time of this visit. Still to come were 
members of two hunt clubs slated to make the pilgrimage en 
masse. 

More than 30 years' time has not dimmed memory of my 
two meetings with Oliver Eckenrode. I wish we could say that 
his faith in Star Rhymer was repaid many times over. The foal 
she was carrying at the time of purchase. Small Eckie, won six 
races and less than $12,000. The old girl's produce were noted 
more for trying their best than flashes of brilliance. In 
retrospect, I suppose that's all Eckie would ask of any of his 
special friends. ^

FOR 2017 MARYLAND MILLION STALLION NOMINATIONS 


1. For a Maryland stallion to be nominated for the 2017 breeding season, at least one-half of the total nomination fee must be delivered by, or 
received in an envelope postmarked no later than, January 31, 2017 . 

2. The total nomination fee as reported on this form should equal the 2017 advertised stud fee or, if not advertised, the prevailing fee paid by third 
parties. Under no circumstances shall the nomination fee be less than $500 or greater than $20,000, regardless of stud fee. 

3. Stallion nominations paid in full by January 31, 2017 are entitled to a discount of ten (10) percent. Example : A stallion with a stud fee of $1,000 
can be nominated for $900 if paid by the January 31, 2017 deadline. 

4. If a stallion owner/nominator pays only one-half of the total fee by January 31, the entire balance shall be due by July 31,2017. Any balance 
unpaid after that date shall be subject to an automatic 1.5% per month late charge. 

5. If a nomination fee is based on a reported stud fee that is less than the advertised or prevailing fee, the stallion owner/nominator will be given 30 
days a) to confirm the accuracy of the reported stud fee, b) to pay the additional required to bring the initial nomination fee to half the level set 
by Maryland Million Ltd., or c) to cancel the nomination and receive a refund of any amount paid over $250. Failure to resolve any dispute will 
result in automatic cancellation. A minimum of $250 shall be non-refundable under any and all circumstances. 

6. If a stallion owner/nominator fails to pay the whole nomination fee, plus applicable late charges, by January 31, 2017 , the stallion shall be 
suspended. Progeny conceived in the 2017 breeding season will not be eligible for nomination unless all past-due 2017 -season payments are 
made by January 31, 2017 . 

7. Stallions suspended in 2017 for non-payment may be nominated for the 2017 breeding season. Nomination fees paid in 2017 , except for the 
$250 non-refundable minimum, shall be either refunded or credited toward their 2017 nomination fees. 

8. There are no procedures for supplementary nominations to the Maryland Million. Unless Maryland stallions are new (see #9) or nominated by 
January 31, 2017 , their foals conceived in 2017 (born in 2017) will not be eligible for nomination. 

9. Stallions going to stud in Maryland for the first time after January 31, 2017 , whether just off the race track or moving in from another state, may, 
at the discretion of Maryland Million Ltd., be permitted to be nominated for the 2017 season.

What started as an unintended 
change in the ianguage of Act 7 
quickiy snowbaiied into a nightmare 
for Pennsyivania Breeders - a 
nightmare that iasted eight months, 
but is finaiiy coming to a ciose 
with the Governor signing House 
Biii 2303. Aithough the process 
of signing the Biii into iaw was 
reiativeiy painiess for HB 2303, 
the same cannot be said for the 
iegisiative batties that took piace 
since February. 

In May 2016, House Biii 923 
was referred to the Agricuiturai 
Committee in the House of 
Representatives, but went nowhere 
from there. Then Senate Biii 
1229 was created and endured a 
number of reviews from both the 
House, Senate, and the Agricuiturai 
Committee but an end resuit couid 
not be agreed upon. The State 
of Pennsyivania then entered 
a iegisiative recess, which hit 
breeders even harder. 


in Juiy, PHBA President Roger 
Legg wrote a moving ietter to 
Governor Woif urging for payments 
to be reieased under the then- 
current wording, but unfortunateiy 
his hands were tied. The next month 
Pennsyivania Breeders showed up 
at the Racing Commission meeting 
in an impressive turnout, but again 
the efforts were met with iegai 
barriers. 

Finaiiy, on September 28 an 
amendment to correct the wording 
was agreed to and unanimousiy 
passed 180-0 in the House - an 
amendment that became part of 
House Biii 2303. it again passed 
unanimousiy for a finai vote in the 
House on October 17 with a vote 
of 192-0. After passing the Senate 
Agricuiturai Committee, things hit 
a snag. The Biii was scheduied 
for a vote on October 26 but was 
scheduied to be heid over without 
notice; however if the Biii wasn’t 
put to a vote on that very day, it

wouldn’t see the Senate floor until 
2017. 

The response from the 
Pennsylvania Breeders was 
amazing and overwhelming. 
Everyone pooled together and 
gave 110% In contacting their 
Senate representatives to urge 
them to bring House Bill 2303 
to the floor for a vote. In a 
miraculous display of democracy 
at work, the Bill was voted on and 
passed 47-0 late In the evening 
on October 26. On October 28 
the Bill was signed Into law by 
Governor Wolf. 


According to House Bill 2303, 
non-PA-SIred horses will again be 
eligible for all PA-Bred Program 
awards and benefits. Additionally, 
as of January 1,2017, PA-Sired 
breeder awards will increase from 
30% to 40%. Further, if at any 
time the Breeding Fund should 
receive additional funds over a 
certain threshold, 50% of those 
funds will be used for PA-Sired 
Horses. And the best part - all 
awards will be paid retroactively, 
according to the traditional 
program, from February 23. 

Hundreds of breeders will 
finally be getting their payday. 


with about $8 million being 
released to owners and breeders. 
The paychecks will surely serve 
as a great relief to breeders 
who have been operating their 
businesses on credit with 
accumulating overdue bills.

Lovable Lady impressed her many 
followers (she was the betting favorite) 
in the Politely Stakes at Laurel Park, 
also on Oct- 1 - Fourth after the opening 
half-mile, she came down the stretch in 
the four-path taking the lead and pulling 
away late to win by a length- Lovable 
Lady received her early lessons under the

On Oct- 8, Came lot Kitten came

A program kiosk dispenses past performance information from Equibase, 
Brisnet and Daily Racing Eorm. The OTB is located in the TJ Maxx Plaza at 
9127 W. Broad St. between Parham and Gaskins Road.

A second OTB is scheduled to open January 9th downtown in 
Richmond’s Shockoe Bottom area. “Ponies ‘N Pints” will be more than 
double the size of Breakers. The building was the former site of Tiki Bob’s 
Cantina for 12 years, but has been dormant for the last two. Once open, 
“Ponies ‘N Pints” will have a full restaurant menu, 60 craft beers on tap, and 
an outdoor patio. 

Virginia’s OTBs are open daily from Noon to 11:00 P.M. A monthly 
simulcast schedule for the OTBs is available at www.virginiahorseracing.com.

International Gold Cup’s Pari-Mutuel Program October 22"“ 


The HBPA and VEA sponsored four flat races at the 79th running 
of the International Gold Cup card at Great Meadow October 22nd. 
The afternoon featured five steeplechase races including the $90,000 
International Gold Cup and $75,000 David L. “Zeke” Ferguson 
Memorial Hurdle Stakes. 


Mutasaawy captured the 
$45,000 VHBPA Open Flat 
with a hot rider/trainer 
combo on Gold Cup 
Day. Trainer Neil Morris 
had four wins including 
three straight steeplechase 
race scores, while rider 
Kieran Norris had five 
wins up top — three in 
jump races and two in flat 
events. The victory pushed 
Mutasaawy s bankroll over 
the $200,000 mark. 

Irish-bred Hoppala (#9, inside) won the $30,000 VHBPA Allowance Flat at Great Meadow. 

The 3 year old son of Acclamation beat 10 others including Virginia-bred Free Union, who 

finished third. Paddy Young guided the effort up top in the 11/4 miles race. 





Virginia-bred Zanclus captured the three mile, $40,000 Steeplethon earlier in the card. The 
lightly raced 6 year old Xenodon gelding pushed his T6 bankroll to the $52,000 mark with 
the triumph. Locally owned and bred by Sara Collette, the 6 year old Neil Morris trainee is a 
different horse now than when he began racing in the fall of 2014. After struggling in his first 
two starts at Foxfield and Great Meadow, Zanclus was idle for 1 1/2 years until this spring, 
when he made a triumphant return to the turf April 30th at Foxfield. 



Among rider Kieran 
Norris’s five wins at Great 
Meadow were a pair of flat 
race triumphs. In addition 
to leading Mutasaawy, 
he directed New Saloon 
to victory in the $30,000 
VHBPA Allowance Flat. The 
5 year old Lemon Drop Kid 
gelding was making his first 
lifetime start. 



Cryptos’ Holiday 
(#5, outside) edged 
past Hooping in deep 
stretch to win the 
$35,000 Old Dominion 
Turf Championship, 
restricted to Virginia- 
bred or sired horses. 
The 3 year old Doug 
Fout trainee earned his 
first lifetime win. Bred 
by Lazy Lane Farms 
LLC, the victor is by 
Harlans Holiday out 
of Cryptos’ Best by 
Cryptoclearance.

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Lenworth Kirlew 
is working on it

L enworth Kirlew was born in 

Kingston, the capital of Jamaica, 
and like many ho discovered 
the fascinating world of horses via a 
family member's encouragement. 

"I was one of six children (two 
brothers and throe sisters) and 
growing up was small, but energetic. 
We lived approximately 11 miles 
from Jamaica's only racetrack 
(Caymanas Park), but it might as 
well have been on the other side of 
the island until my mother's brother 
asked about my future plans." 

Kirlew was a good student 
and had significant educational 
possibilities beyond high school, but 
instead became engrossed by his 
uncle's grandiosity and followed 
the part-time Thoroughbred groom 
and Polo Club employee's tale of 
straightaway prosperity. 

Len received permission from 
his mother to embark upon a 
fascinating journey that he still 
engages in today. 

"So here I am, 14-years-old, no 
experience with horses, no money 


and an 11-mile round-trip to start 
my fundamental groundwork with 
horses. No saddle, no protection. My 
uncle said this is how you discover 
the concept of balance. For me 
it was an extreme challenge; 
something that I've never shied 
away from." 

Over the next few years, while 
splitting time between the racetrack 
and school, the beginner gained 
an intimate understanding of his 
four-legged associate and the 
admiration of certain bystanders. 
Kirlew had heart and at 17 caught 
the eye of a trainer in need of a 
hard-working stable hand. 

"As you can imagine in a poor 
environment there was an incredible 
amount of competition. I could 
gallop 25-30 horses a day with no 
pay." 

In Jamaica, your employer 
(trainer) becomes your Apprentice 
Master and guarantees your 
competency with the Stewards. 

Similar to the United States, weight 
is a major determining factor in 


who gets weeded out and who 
gets to take the next step towards 
becoming a full-fledged jockey. 

The last step prior to finalizing 
the process was the gate test. In 
this trial you would normally break 
with four or five other horses. Kirlew 
passed with flying colors on his initial 
attempt. 

Caymanas Park is a 1 ys-mile dirt 
track and can accommodate fields 
up to 16 horses. 

"The first horse I ever rode was 
named Set Sail and my first chance 
at riding in a big race (Benson & 
Hedges Gold Cup) I did just that. 

I was riding a C-Class horse in an 
A-Class field and got schooled. 
Because of the horse's record I 
was entered to carry only 91 lbs 
and the older, more skilled jockeys 
took exception to my modest 
background and dropped me on 
the first turn." 

This experience might lend one 
to consider an alternative form 
of employment, but not Lenworth 
Kirlew. 
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"I started pushing myself even 
harder. I joined a gym, jogged, swam 
and when possible ate healthier." 

As Kirlew matured, he still never 
gained the notoriety of which he felt 
deserving. Over the next few years 
he would breeze, gallop and school 
runners, but never got to be the 
matinee choice of the elite. 

"I became frustrated, while 
overlooked time and time again." 

Around 1990, Lenworth spoke 
to his mother about his depressing 
predicament. She was a broker 
(bought and sold merchandise in 
Jamaica and surrounding islands) 
and with mild prodding encouraged 
him to visit his sister in the U.S. for a 
fresh perspective on life. 

The American Dream was defined 
in 1931 by James Truslow Adams in 
Epic of America. It is the dream of a 
land in which "life should be better, 
richer and fuller for everyone, with 
opportunity for each according to 
ability." 

"I might as well have gotten 
a one way ticket to the States, 
because I have never gone back." 

Lenworth stayed with his sister in 
Hagerstown, Md., and through her 
gained familiarity with the Charles 
Town Races. 

"Ironically, my first trip to the track 
I bumped into a fellow Jamaican 
rider, Winston Thompson. He couldn't 
have been more helpful, as he 
vouched for me to the Board of 
Stewards and introduced me to 
local trainers." 

One of the first horsemen on the 
Charles Town backstretch that liked 


Kirlew's deportment was Alfred Scott 
Jr. 

Soon afterward, Scott gave Kirlew 
a leg-up on Prime the Pump and 
he promptly scored a wire-to-wire 
victory, going off at odds of 20-1. 

"The smaller outfits rallied around 
me and the first five horses I rode, I 
won with four of them." 

Obviously Lenworth's fitness has 
never come into question while his 
riding style elicited the expression 
"flat as a pancake" when in the 
tack. 

"There were good riders here: 

Phil Grove, Larry Reynolds, Wayne 
Barnett and Richard Cornwell to 
name a few. My problem was not 
them, but adjusting to the American 
system. Agents, double calls, past 
performances were all new to me." 

Kirlew's niche was on speed 
horses. His aggressive handling and 
gate alacrity eventually propelled 
him into the top three in the 
standings. Before long, successful 
outfits like Robert Hilton, Mark 
McCracken and Don Saville sought 
his valuable services. 

Lenworth finally appeared on the 
verge of securing his lifelong dream, 
when misfortune came in the shape 
of the injury bug. 

"A broken jaw, concussions, neck 
and back injuries forced me to the 
sidelines; the last accident for almost 
two years." 

In 2006, Kirlew reached the 
pinnacle of his career at Colonial 
Downs for trainer Terry Socks, winning 
aboard North Broad in the $60,000 
Meredith Bailes Memorial Stakes.

This was also the last year he 
would ride competitively. 

Len discovered the recognition 
and financial rewards he so 
desperately searched for from his 
youth, but weight concerns, age 
and mounting infirmities forced him 
to re-evaluate his line of work. 

"I knew a different mindset was 
needed. So in 2009 I sought out my 
trainer's license. I talked to friends 
about the West Virginia Breeding 
program, continued to gallop to help 
cover bills and adjusted my purpose 
as a single father with three kids." 

Kirlew currently has five horses in 
training and one owner (Antietam 
Springs Farm). 

"It is tremendously satisfying to 
gallop my own horses. My bottomless 
experience allows me to feel the 
rhythm of each body part and know 
if they are doing well. This, I have 
mastered and separates me from 
amateurs." 

In an ideal world, Kirlew would 
enjoy having enough horses to 
be completely self-sufficient. 
Lenworth considers himself a strict 
disciplinarian. 

"My children know me as the 
head of the household and a father 
that challenges them everyday 
to better themselves. Kids are like 
young horses. If you allow bad habits 
to set in you can't correct them." 

He taught both of his boys to 
ride, but currently Desean (21) and 
Andre (18) are being mentored by a 
different drill Sargent; one under the 
employment of the U.S. Marine Corps. 

"All three of my children are over¬ 
achievers. Krista graduated from the 
University of Maryland and my sons 
have chosen to serve their country." 

The proud father continues 
to work on it, day and night (his 
longtime catchphrase). 

One Move Is Kirlew's favorite 
horse at the barn, chiefly because 
he is owned, trained and bred by 
the 52-year-old who finally seems 
at peace. He has gained the 
admiration of fellow horsemen, 
raised children that are productive 
members of society and certified 
his philosophy, that nothing in this 
life is given to you, without earning 
through hard work.

Champion owner Irv Naylor crosses 
into new territory with purses mark 


In October, leading owner Irv Naylor went into the record books. In 
November, he entered uncharted territory. 

Naylor, who is known for his three-win splurges at the Far Hills meet 
in 2011 and 2015, had only one win this year. But his lone victory was the 
one that counted the most, the $350,000 Grand National (Gr. 1), which 
again attracted a star-studded international cast. 

Naylor’s Rawnaq, winner of the $200,000 Calvin Houghland Iroquois 
(Gr. 1) in May, held off a game Scorpiancer to win the Grand National’s 
$210,000 first-place purse. Along with two placings, the Naylor stable 
ended the day with $227,000 and raised the 2016 total to $841,800. 

The annual total broke the $778,650 record that Naylor had set a year 
earlier, and he accomplished that mark in the middle of October, five 
weeks before the conclusion of the 2016 National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion season. 

In November, with only the Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup meet 
remaining on the calendar, Naylor crossed into country where no owner 
has ever ventured. Although he did not have any major victories to rival the 
Grand National, he crossed the line to exceed $900,000 in annual earnings. 

For Naylor, now based at his Butler, Md., farm, Rawnaq was a sig¬ 
nificant part of the 2016 record but by no means all of it. Second behind 
Naylor’s Eclipse Award-winning Dawalan last year, Rawnaq blossomed 
into a star of the first order in the hands of trainer Cyril Murphy. 

He won the Temple Gwathmey (Gr. 3) for fun and then prevailed in a 
battle for the ages against two notable Irish challengers in the Iroquois. 
Even the loss of jockey Jack Doyle to injury did not deter Rawnaq, who 
scored another courageous victory in the Grand National with 10-time 
champion Irish jump jockey Ruby Walsh in the irons. 

Rawnaq’s $360,000 in 2016 earnings before a scheduled start in the 
$150,000 Marion duPont Scott Colonial Cup (Gr. 1) assured him the 
Lonesome Glory Champions Award as the NSA’s leading earner, and he 
also will be the favorite in the balloting for this year’s Eclipse Award as 
champion steeplechase horse. 

Also among Naylor’s top earners were Charminster, winner of the 
Virginia Gold Cup’s David Semmes Memorial (Gr. 2), and Virginia Gold 
Cup victor Ebanour, who also won the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup and the 
My Lady’s Manor. 

Jack Fisher, who trains Scorpiancer for Bruton Street-US, also ventured

into new territory as the calendar turned to November. On the last weekend 
of racing before the Colonial Cup in Camden, S.C., Fisher passed the 
million-dollar marker for the third time. 

The Maryland-based horseman is the only trainer ever to exceed $ 1 -mil¬ 
lion in annual purses. He established an earnings record with $1,156,907 
in 2008 and had purses of $1,047,600 last year. 

In addition to Scorpiancer, his stable included timber champion Two’s 
Company and Special Skills, winner of the Foxbrook Champion Hurdle 
at Far Hills and the Steeplechase at Callaway’s AFLAC Supreme Hurdle.

With the last of the year’s timber raees in the 
books, Two’s Company had no eompany atop 
the year’s standings and reigned as the timber- 
raeing ehampion of 2016. 

Owned by Bruton Street-US and trained by 
Jaek Fisher, Two’s Company was the elass of a 
high-quality timber eontingent and amassed four 
wins and two seeond-plaee finishes in six starts. 

Connor Hankin, the son of Bruton Street-US 
prineipal Mike Hankin and 2015’s ehampion 
apprentiee joekey, started the year with a seore 
on the Irish-bred in the Carolina Cup’s C.P. & 
Edith Wills DeBose Cup, a timber allowanee 
raee, on April 2. 

The younger Hankin, now a member of the 
U.S. Marine Corps, had been the sole rider of 
Two’s Company sinee his arrival on these shores 
for the 2015 raeing season without a single 
sanetioned start on his raeing reeord. The Soviet 
Star gelding won his first U.S. start, a division 
of the John Rush Streett timber maiden at My 
Lady’s Manor, before a fall at the Queen’s Cup. 

He did not reappear until the New Jersey Hunt 
Cup, in whieh he never threatened and finished 
eighth. The Arthur O. Choate Memorial, a tim¬ 
ber allowanee at the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, 
offered modest hope for the eoming season when 
Two’s Company finished a distant seeond behind 
front-running Grand Manan. 

After the DeBose, the riding assignment 
passed to Sean MeDermott, who was in the 
saddle for the rest of the 2016 season. Their 
first joint assignment was the Middleburg Hunt 
Cup, in whieh Two’s Company drew away to a 
three-length seore over Fisher-trained veteran 
Straight to It. 

Fisher went top-elass for the next start, the 
$100,000 Virginia Gold Cup. Two’s Company 
ran well at 7.50-to-l odds and finished seeond.

beaten 61/4 lengths by Ebanour, the My Lady’s 
Manor winner. 

Two’s Company began the fall season with 
a well-timed vietory over Zanelus, winning 
Shawan Downs’ Legaey Chase by a neek on 
the money on Sept. 24. 

He then devastated his opponents in Virginia 
Fall’s National Sporting Library & Museum 
Cup, in whieh he drew off by 6 3/4 lengths 


over 2015 timber ehampion Grinding Speed 
on Get. 8. 

The Great Meadow eourse again proved a 
ehallenge for Two’s Company, and he ended the 
season with a seeond-plaee finish behind front¬ 
running Grand Manan. In all. Two’s Company 
earned $103,200 in 2016. Irv Naylor’s Ebanour 
won the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup on Nov. 6 and 
elosed the year with earnings of $99,000.

Looking Back 


50 years ago 

B The University of Pennsylvania’s 
ultra-modern New Bolton Veterinary 
Center in Kennett Square was subject 
of a story, and included a profile of its 
most “valuable” patient, the major stakes 
winner Creme dela Creme. The son of 
Olympia owned by Bwamazon Farm 
shattered his right knee in Garden State 
Park’s Quaker City Handicap that fall and 
had undergone surgery at New Bolton. 
Reportedly insured for $1 million, the colt 
had limited use of his leg, but the surgery 
was deemed a success. “The usefulness 
of the horse as a full-time stallion is 
still undetermined,” it was noted. “But 
everyone agrees that Creme dela Creme’s 
operation marks a step forward for 
veterinary surgery. Lessons will be learned 
from the case. . .” 

Creme dela Creme stood nine seasons at stud 
at Spendthrift Farm in Kentucky before his death 
in 1977 due to spinal column lesions. He covered 
10 mares late in the 1967 season, and his four 
resultingfoals in his first crop included Kentucky 
Oaks winner Silent Beauty. His 21 stakes 
winners from 220 fioals also included two-time 
champion steeplechaser Cafe Prince and world

record-setter Rich Cream, the sire ofi Belmont 
Stakes-GI winner Creme Fraiche. 

B The Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations voted Maryland-bred 


Tuscalee the best steeplechaser of 1966. 
A.H. Smith’s 6-year-old gelding trained 
by Joseph Aitcheson Sr. won nine of 
12 starts and was second twice. 

B A record 418 horses went through 
the auction ring at Timonium for the 
Maryland Fall Sale and the result was “too 
many horses and too few buyers” as the 
average dropped to $1,192, the lowest in 
eight years. The sale resulted in a record 
gross, however, and added to the record 
year of Maryland sales. Led by the duPont 
dispersal (which realized $2,868,600 for 
72 sold), more than $5 million was spent 
at six auctions during the year, with 1,054 
sold for an average of $4,835. 

B *Behistoun, bred and owned by 
Alec Weisweiller and representing 
France, won the Washington, D.C., 
International over Russia’s Aniline, 
with U.S.A.’s Assagai third. 

B The Maryland Futurity, the oldest 
Maryland-bred stakes, was also restricted 
to runners sired in the state. It came as 
no surprise that Native Dancer offspring 
finished first, third and fourth in the 37th 
running. The winner was Audrey Davies’ 
Viking Dancer, trained by Henry Clark. 


75years ago 

B Olin Gentry, in charge of Col. E.R. 
Bradley’s breeding interests at Idle Hour 
Farm in Kentucky, was shipping five of 
the farm’s top mares to William Brann’s 
Glade Valley Farm in Frederick, Md., 
to breed to leading sire *Challenger II. 
“Believing in the cross of the blood of 
*Teddy with that of *ChaUenger II,” 

Col. Bradley was sending three daughters 
of *La Troienne (by *Teddy) - Selima 
Stakes winner Big Hurry, Big Event and 
Businesslike. 

Fourfioals resulted from the matings, two were 
stakes winners. The best. Big Hurrfis daughter 
Bridal Flower, was champion 3-jear-old fitlly of 
1946. 

B The best Maryland-bred runner of the 
year was William Brann’s Pictor, who won 
five straight stakes and handicaps during 
his fall campaign, including the Riggs at 
Pimlico. The son of *ChaIlenger II, with 
rider George Woolf, appeared on the 
cover of The Maryland Horse. 

B Market Wise won the Pimlico Special, 
but the day was special for another reason.

“Over to Pimlico this afternoon to 
watch Haltal put up a grand race against 
Market Wise in the Special, which was

of doughty old Exterminator, longtime 
American favorite among racegoers the 
country over. ‘Old Bones’. . . was the hit 
of the day as he proudly led the field to 
the post in the Exterminator Handicap 
. . . [his] appearance was acclaimed in no 
halfway measure by the delighted crowd. 
Taken to the centerfield the old warrior 
stood by the flagpole and watched the 
field circle the oval with ears pricked and 
every sign of intense interest.” 

The grand 26-year-oldgelding, accompanied 
by his pony companion Peanuts, won the 1918 
Kentucky Derby, was 1922 Horse of the Year 
and three times champion handicap horse. 
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25years ago 

B Opening Verse, racing in the colors of 
Allen Paulson, concluded his career in 
brilliant fashion, winning the Breeders’ 
Cup Mile-Gl before heading off to stud 
to Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md. He became the first 
Breeders’ Cup winner to retire directly to 
stud in Maryland. 

Northview had purchased a 50 per¬ 
cent interest in the son of The Minstrel 
in July 1990 from Paulson. With the win. 
Opening Verse retired with earnings of 
$1,651,135 from 30 career starts. 

B On the 40th running of the 
Washington, D.C., International, race 
founder John Schapiro sat down to 
reminisce with the Maryland Horse. Among 
the highlights of the famed international 
race he launched in 1952 was getting 
English Derby winner Sir Ivor to compete 
in 1968 (he won). Another was the first 
year the Russians came, in 1958. That 
International Day at Laurel established a 
new attendance record in Maryland—more 
than 40,000-“better than the Preakness,” 
and a new betting record ($2.6 million). 
“People who had never been to a 
racetrack came out to see the Russian 
horses,” said the 77-year-old former track 
owner and executive. 

B American-bred, French-based fiUy 
Leariva led a French sweep of the top 
three spots of the Budweiser International 
Stakes-Gl (the former Washington, DC., 
International), over Sillery and Goofalik. 
The 4-year-old fiUy raced by her breeder 
Baron Thierry van Zuylen was a shocking 


10 years ago 

B Ex-daimer Speed Whiz repeated in the 
$500,000 West Virginia Breeders Classic 
Stakes at Charles Town for owner/trainer 
William Campbell. Haltered for $15,000 
a few months prior to the 2005 running, 
the Weshaam gelding earned $454,500 in 
the two runnings of the Classic alone, and 
pushed his total earnings to $612,454. 

B Due, owned by Bob Haynes’ Rob Ry 
Farm and Jayne Marie Slysz, upset the 
$250,000 Maryland Million Classic at 
Laurel. A son of former Maryland stallion 
Rinka Das, the gray gelding was initially 
claimed from his breeder King T. Leath- 
erbury for $25,000 as a 2-year-old. Less 
than a year later trainer Dale Capuano 
spent the same amount to claim him for 



winner, her $90.60 mutuel payoff the 
largest in the history of the race. She 
became the fifth fiUy to win the 
International, joining Dahlia, Nobiliary, 
April Run (Ire) and All Along (Fr). Edgar 
Prado became the first local jockey to win 
the race since Wayne Chambers guided 
Mongo in 1963. 

B Eclipse Award and Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl winner Safely Kept was retired 
after suffering a slight suspensory injury 
while winning her second consecutive 
Meadowlands Budweiser Breeders’ Cup- 
G3 in October. Her final tally: 31 starts, 24 
wins (22 in stakes), two seconds, three 
thirds, and earnings of $2,194,206. 

B History was made in the rolling hills 
near Leesburg, Va., Oct. 12, when Morven 
Park hosted the first day of pari-mutuel 
racing in Virginia. A crowd of 
approximately 8,500 turned out for the 


Haynes. The 5-year-old gelding was from 
an active Maryland family-his half-broth¬ 
er, Leatherbury’s multiple stakes-winning 
3-year-old Ah Day, recorded his fifth 
stakes win of the year one week earlier in 
the Sonny Hine at Laurel. 

B California-based Jay Em Ess Stable 
(Samantha and Mace Siegel) led aU buyers 
by gross at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall 
yearling sale, purchasing five for $422,000. 
Their top selection was a daughter of 
Malibu Moon out of Dixie Tempo (by 
Major Impact) for $190,000. 

The filly was a home run. Named By the 
Tight, she won nine stakes, was Grade 1-placed, 
earned $885,632, and is the dam ofi current Jay 
Em Ess Stable star By the Moon (by Indian 
Charlie), a Grade 1 -winningjuvenile who has 
earned $920,440 andfinishedfifth in this year's 
Breeders' Cup Filly and Mare Sprint-G1. 


Morven Park Steeplechase races, an eight- 
race program which included a simulcast 
of the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase from 
Fair HiU, Md. Betting totaled $70,059. 

B Virginia-breds Sharp Dance and 
Rubiano became Grade 1 winners in New 
York in October. Joe Allen’s Sharp Dance, 
a daughter of West Virginia sire Dancing 
Czar bred by Dr. Glenn Noffsinger, 
defeated Versailles Treaty by a nose in the 
Beldame Stakes. 

Rubiano took the NYRA Mile for 
Centennial Farm. Bred by Third Kirsmith 
Racing Associates, it was the 4-year-old 
gray Fappiano colt’s third victory in a row, 
and first in graded company.

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History Lessons 


Speculate fueled lifelong passion of Bayard Sharp 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

A mong Bayard Sharp’s priorities after 
he graduated from the University of 
Virginia in 1940 was to buy land to 
pursue a foxhunting passion. He chose a 
property, sight unseen, in Middletown, 
Del. He then looked for horses to populate 
it. One of his first purchases launched 
more than 60 years of racing, and later 
breeding, achievements. 

Sharp spent $2,500 in late 1940 for a 
4-year-old Virginia-bred gelding named 
Speculate owned by Sid HoUoway. The son 
of the Ultimus stallion Westwick, bred by 
the late Capt. P.M. Walker and foaled at his 
Pagebrook Stud near Boyce, had competed 
exclusively in steeplechases, getting his first 
win that October in his sixth start. 

Turned over to noted jump rider and 
trainer William L. Passmore, Speculate 
carried Sharp’s colors for the first time in 
July 1941 at Saratoga, and won. The lanky 
brown gelding became Sharp’s first stakes

winner when he took Saratoga’s Shillelah 
Steeplechase next out. In his first seven 
starts for his young owner, aU with Tom 
Roby in the irons. Speculate never finished 
worse than second, five in stakes. By far 
his biggest score came in Belmont Park’s 
Grand National, the richest steeplechase 
race in the county, that October. The easy 
6-length win was not only lucrative, it 
secured a national championship. 

The Grand National was the highlight 
of Speculate’s career, as he struggled with 
injuries and bad racing luck in his final 
four starts. After finishing third in the 1943 
ShiUelah at Belmont Park, he puUed up 
lame and never raced again. 

Sharp had other steeplechase stars, but 
soon shifted his stable to flat runners. 
His 39 stakes winners, many homebreds, 
included Grade 1 winner Mississippi Mud 
and her son. Dixieland Band, a multiple 
graded winner who excelled as a sire. 
An original director of Delaware Park 
and steward of The Jockey Cub, Sharp 
remained active with his horse interests 
until his death at 89 in August 2002. 


A Horse With No Name 


The National Sporting Library and Museum 
in Middleburg, Va., is dedicated to preserving, 
sharing and promoting the literature, art and 
culture of horse and field sports.

I once read that Dewey BunneU, a mem¬ 
ber of the band America, wrote the lyr¬ 
ics for the quintessential 1970s flower- 
power ballad, ‘A Horse with No Name,” 
inspired by the works of two artists — 
Salvador Dali’s surrealist deserts and M.C. 
Escher’s horsemen. 

Works such as these are obviously not 
intended to depict a particular horse. 
Sporting portraits, though, are usually real¬ 
istic renderings of the unique physical 
traits a specific equine subject. Whenever I 
come across a portrait of an unnamed 
horse, America’s song inevitably crosses 
my mind, even if for a second. Groom 
Leading a Stallion to the Paddock, 1884, by 
Henry Stull, was one of the paintings that 
made me hum the haunting tune to myself 


The oil on canvas is a life estate bequest 
from George L. Ohrstrom Jr. and has been 
on extended loan from Jacqueline L. 
Ohrstrom to the NSLM for several years. 

Who was this dark bay stallion? The 
painting also puzzled me because it is a bit 
of a departure for Stull and shows British 
influences. The early composition was 
completed when he was stiU working as an 
illustrator, before he turned completely to 
easel painting (Burlew 94). The horizon 
line is low, which allowed an artist to con¬ 
trast the subject against the sky as a back¬ 
ground. The groom’s face is hidden. Was 
StuU masking his weakness in human por¬ 
traiture, or was he emulating earlier sport¬ 
ing artists such as John Wootton who 
sometimes positioned grooms or jockeys 
facing away from the viewer or obstructed 
by compositional elements? 

Stull’s painting is now on view in the 
exhibition. The Chronicle of the Horse in Art, 
at NSLM through March 26. In research¬ 
ing the exhibit, I came across a Chronicle of 
the Horse cover from 1974 that contained a 
revelation: the horse had a name. The

famed Duke of Magenta was a Preakness, 
Withers, Belmont and Travers Stakes win¬ 
ner, and the painting was completed for the 
race horse’s owner George L. LoriUard, as 
noted in the unpublished manuscript, “A 
Glow of Silver: Henry Stull, 1851-1913,” 
by Frederick B. Burlew held in the NSLM’s 
manuscript collection. Additionally, the 
painting was previously owned by another 
founder of the NSLM, sporting scholar 
Alexander Mackay-Smith.

PAST TIME 


A. Aubrey Bodine 



Green Spring Valley Hounds. Like it still does, St. John’s Church 
in Maryland’s Worthington Valley played host to the traditional 
Thanksgiving Day meet and “blessing of the hounds” in 1932. 


Photo journalist A. Aubrey Bodine, who worked at the Baltimore Sun for 50 years —from 1920 until his death 
in 1970—captured many scenes of Maryland horses, farms and racing.

I ncluded in this section are pedigrees and 
pertinent data on 81 Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions standing at stud in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through 
Oct. 31, 2016. Statistics, as furnished by 
Bloodstock Research Inc., Equibase, Daily 
Racing Form and/or The Jockey Club, in¬ 
clude results from North America, England, 
Ireland, France, Italy and Japan. Foreign 
statistics for countries other than England, 
Ireland, France, Italy and Japan are included 
when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has 

adopted the following criteria for black-type 
qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in bold¬ 
face capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in 
stakes appear in boldface upper and lower 
case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or 
fourth in graded stakes, as defined by Inter¬ 
national Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr—new track record, 
ncr—new course record, nAr—new Ameri¬ 
can record, nCr—new Canadian record, 
nwr—new world record. An ‘T” substituted 
for “n” means ‘‘equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of 
the dam appears in parentheses following the 
name of the stakes horse. 


In Male Lines and Stud Records, progeny 
are arranged in order by champions. Grade 1 
winners then stakes winners by earnings.

DOSAGE 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. 
Steve Roman, preeminent authority on the 
dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed 
or stamina based on the chefs-de-race, or in¬ 
fluential sires, in his pedigree. 

“ ‘Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of five 
aptitudinal groups (Brilliant, Intermediate, 
Classic, Solid and Professional) covering the 
spectrum (from left to right) of speed to en¬ 
durance. We assign a total potential value of 
16 points to each generation. Since there are, 
progressively, one, two, four and eight sires 
in the first four generations, ‘chefs’ which 
appear among these sires will contribute 16, 
8, 4 and 2 points each as we work back. The 
points for all ‘chefs’ present are then tallied 
in the appropriate aptitude columns. ‘Chefs’ 
which confer two aptitudinal characteristics 


have their points split between the two apti¬ 
tudes. In the end, the total points in each col¬ 
umn produce the Dosage Profile, a series of 
five numbers which reflect the relative pro¬ 
portions of each of the five aptitudes in this 
order: Brilliant-Intermediate-Classic-Solid- 
Professional. 

“The ratio of points in the speed wing 
(Brilliant points + Intermediate points + y 2 
the Classic points) to points in the stamina 
wing (y 2 the Classic points + Solid points + 
Professional points) is the Dosage Index. 
(Dividing the stamina points into the speed 
points.) This number is directly proportional 
to the speed in a pedigree and inversely pro¬ 
portional to the stamina. A DI of 1.00 indi¬ 
cates a perfect balance of the two. 

“Consider the five aptitude groups as 
points spaced equally along a linear scale 
where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid 
is -1.00 and Professional is -2.00, the DP 
allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale cor¬ 
responding to the total combined influence 
of all ‘chefs’ in the pedigree. Calculation of 
the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice 
the Brilliant points) + (Intermediate points) 
- (Solid points) - (twice the Professional 
points) and dividing that number by the total 
points in the DP. An exact balance of speed 
and stamina yields a CD of 0.00.”

This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcross his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the names of sires and dams included within 
the first three generations of all the stallions in the 2017 Stallion Directory. 

Example: BUCKPASSER - Medallist, Outflanker, Petionville 

In the above example, Buckpasser appears in one of the first three generations of all the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Mr. Prospector or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may want to breed her to a stallion with 
Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of the Northern Dancer—Mr. Prospector nick. By looking up “Northern Dancer” in this index, he can quickly see all the stallions 
in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeder’s mare is a granddaughter of Seattle Slew, he may wish to inbreed to that stallion and thereby get more of Seattle Slew’s makeup in the foal. By checking 
“Seattle Slew” in the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions that have Seattle Slew in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeder’s mare is already inbred or linebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of Deputy Minister in her first four generations for example. The breeder may 
want to make sure the stallion he chooses for his mare has no Deputy Minister or no Deputy Minister up close in his pedigree. By looking up “Deputy Minister” in the 
index, he can readily see the stallions in this Stallion Register he should avoid for his mare.
